Louis St. Laurent disclosed 
at a news conference that 
American-Canadian talks are 
under way for extension of 
the network along the broad 
Arctic area. . 

Such an aircraft detection sys- 
tem would screen vital territory 
across which some military strate- 
gists contend Russia would strike 
at the North American continent 
in event of war. 

St. Laurent made clear that the 
extension of the proposed network 
thus far is still in the planning 
stage. He said the chiefs of staff 
of both cotintries have been dis- 
cussing the matter. 

The bill approved by the House 
Armed . Services Subcommittee 
would authorize a radar screen 
around the continental U. S., at 
an estimated cost of $61,000,000. 

Subcommittee Chairman Dur- 
ham, Democrat, North Carolina, 
said the bill probably would be 

considered by the full committee 
Tuesday. Committee Chairman | 
Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, who) 
is sponsoring the bill with Dur- 
ham, has predicted early approval 
by the House. 


The prospective radar stations 
would be spotted around the U. S. 
under the present House bill to 
guard strategic air approaches. It 
also would allow the Air Force to 
set up warning stations outside 
this country. At hearings Air 
Force officers declined to say pub- 
licly where these stations may be 
located. 


Associates of St. Laurent said 
the big question of throwing the 
protective screen around Northern 
Canada is one of cost.

Fresh Rumors of Royal Romance 


LONDON — (INS) — Princess 
‘Margaret Rose touched off more 
romantic gossip in England yester- 
day by making a weekend visit to 
the home of a commoner, Tom 
Egerton, handsome six-foot former 
Coldstream Guards Captain. 

Hints of any serious romance 
were scoffed at by circles close 
to the royal family. The whole 
‘situation was chalked up as an- 
other indication of the 18-year-old 
‘Princess’ refusal to be limited to 
royal protocol in choosing her ac- 
quaintances. 


The Princess accompanied the 
31-year-old Egerton, a veteran of 


‘Tobruk and the African campaign, 


to the Lingfield race track. 


The track is near the Mount- 
field, Sussex, home of Egerton’s 
parents, Commander Hugh and 
Mrs. Egerton. The father retired 
from the Royal Navy and is of a 
moderately wealthy old Sussex 
County family.

Court Actions 


Sharply criticizing Fulton Coun- 
ty court sentences, city detectives 
charged yesterday a man arrested 
on a single lottery count drew a 
much heavier sentence than that 
given a man held on a series of 
41 burglaries. 

Tullious D. Bagley, arrested for 
lottery, was tried in Fulton Crim- 
inal Court and sentenced to serve 
12 months in prison, six months 
in jail and pay a fine of $1,000— 
the maximum penalty for a mis- 
demeanor, Det. Sgt. L. L. Hause 
and Det. N. A. Chastain said. 

Thomas P. Collins, 27, of Mable- 
ton, held on 41 burglary counts, 
Was indicted on 24 counts and 
tried in Fulton Superior Court, 
Lt. W. M. Cox said. He was sen- 
tenced to serve 12 months in pris- 
on, placed on probation for 19 
years and given four years sus- 
pended sentence, Cox continued. 

“Collins admitted the 41  bur- 
glaries, but we only indicted him 
for 24,” Cox said. “We thought 
that would be sufficient if the re- 
maining burglaries were brought 
out during the course of the trial. 

“Of course, we are anxious to 
help first offenders to straighten 
themselves out,” he continued. 
“Anyone can make a mistake. But 
41 felonies are a lot of mistakes 
for anyone to make.” 

Cox also pointed out another 
case in which he said a man un- 
der a probationary term for lar- 
ceny of an automobile was jailed 
on a burglary charge and allowed 
to sign his own bond. 

Curtis Lee Power, of a Melrose 
Drive address, and William C. 
Thompson, of the U. S. Marine 
Corps, were arrested for breaking 
into a hotel room and taking $15 
worth of shirts, Cox related. He 
said Power already was under 18 
months probation for larceny of 
an auto. 

cre had no previous rec- 
ora. 

Arraigned in Superior Court, 
both Power and Thompson were 
released under $50 bond each and 
were permitted to sign their own 
bonds. 

“Sgt. Bill Lyle, who handled 
these cases informed me that 
neither man returned for trial,” 
Cox declared. “He asked about the 
cases and was told that the bonds 
had been forfeited. But that didn’t 
help much when they had been al- 
lowed to sign their own bonds. 

“The victim in this case—W. A. 
Cowan—was a little late for the 
hearing and the judge fined him 
$15 for contempt of court. He lost 
the shirts in addition to having to 
pay the only fine.”

Georgia’s U. S. Tax Collector 
Marion H. Allen explains the un- 
usual reaction: 

“Ninety-nine percent of Federal 
income tax returns filed in this 
State to date have been non-tax- 
able returns. This offic: has al- 
ready scheduled more than 
$1,000,000 in refunds to 
Georgians!” 

Second most frequent question 
the tax experts hear these days 
is: “How soon will I get my re 
fund?” 

Deputies can’t answer that one 
explicitly, but Allen said after re- 
funds were schedulec< to the Dis- 
bursing Office, checks were 
mailed to taxpayers “within 10 to 
18 days.” And here’s a little- 
known tip to expectant Govern- 
ment check-cashers—the Treasury 
is compelled by law to pay inter- 
est at six percent on all refunds 
made after April 15. 

“The sooner you get your tax 
return in the mail, the sooner you 
can expect your refund,” experts 
summed up. 

Not every taxpayer, of course, 
will “get money back this year,” 
and Allen urged Georgians “not to 
accept hearsay information about 
new exemptions and other 
changes, but to check with Feder- 
al authorities when in doubt.” 

The new “split income” joint re- 
turns for husband and wife con- 
fuse a lot of taxpayers, according 
to White. “Over and over we hear 


husbands ask, ‘Can my wife and: 


I file separate returns and I still 
claim her as an exemption?’” he 
reported. “The answer is a loud 
‘No!’ Nobody can be a taxpayer 
and -ssomebody’s exemption at the 
same time!” 

“Most foolish question” White 
hears is: “How many deductions 
do I get this year?” He explains 
that, as in the past, a taxpayer's 
deductions depend entirely upon 
his own individual case. 

Another wistful question—with 
“No” the invariable answer—is: 
“Can I claim as an exemption 


someone I supported for only three |" 


months, who then got a job and 
became a taxpayer himself?” 
White said Uncle Sam accepts 
no such pro-rations. On the other 
hand, plenty of doting new fathers 
forget to claim a November bun- 
dle from heaven—not realizing 
that if a baby was born before 
midnight on Dec. 31, 1948, he is a 
legitimate 1948 exemption! 


Deputy Collectors, as in. past 
years, are chuckling over addled 
taxpayers’ ludicrous errors—the 
matron who carefully picked up 
copies of 40-odd different types of 
forms and then inquired sweetly, 
“And what else do I need to file 
my return?” ... the elderly gen- 
tleman who became miffed be- 
cause Uncle Sam didn’t come 
through with a big refund on his 
declaration of a five-cent corn 
plaster “deduction” ... the tim- 
orous citizens who come in asking 
for “applications for income tax 
return forms” ... the man who 
expects the Deputy Collector to 
“look in a book” and tell him im- 
mediately “how much money I 
made last year.”

Apartments nies Ni comes 
Still Elusive 


Desperate Couple 
Homeless, But Officials 
See Relief Ahead

The situation is still acute but 
not critical. 


This slightly encouraging note 
and a list of the real estate deal- 
ers in Atlanta are the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce’s reply to 
letters asking “What are the rent 
conditions in Atlanta?” 


House hunters already on the 
scene would tell them the situa- 
tion is ‘critical and offer no hope 
whatsoever. 


A young veteran and his wife, 
who are expecting a baby any 
day, reported to The Constitution 
a week-long search for a reason- 
ably-priced furnished apartment 
had netted them exactly nothing. 

“We've chased down every sin- 
gle ad in the paper, but when you 
tell them you’re going to have a 
baby they say ‘Sorry, no children 
allowed’ and actually act insulted 
because you dared suggest bring- 
ing in a baby,” said the pretty 
young wife. 

Advertisements they placed 
themselves for a moderately- 
priced place brought dozens of 
calls—for unfurnished apartments 
ranging in price rfom $95 to $150 
a month for one room and a 
kitchenette, they said. 

For a young couple feeling they 
cannot afford to buy furniture 
because of the baby, and with an 
income that could not possibly in- 
clude a $95-a-month rent bill, the 
housing situation is indeed critical. 

“We did find a few advertised 
as low as $30 to $60 a month, but 
one of them didn’t have any heat 
outside the kitchen, no sink in the 
kitchen at all and the bathroom 
tub was on three legs. Some of 
the places you wouldn’t take a dog 
into, much less a child,” the ex- 
pectant mother said almost in 
tears. 

Calls' on the Veterans Admin- 
istration, the State Veterans Serv- 
ice Office. the Federal Housing 
Agency and Housing Expediter 
were just as fruitless, they report- 
ed. None of them offer any list- 
ings for apartments to rent, and 
simply referred the couple back 
to the papers and rental agencies. 

“Atlanta is not what you call a 
furnished apartment town,” said 
A. H. Sturgess, Sr., President of 
the Atlanta Real Estate Board. 
“But I don’t see. any reason at 
this point why they couldn’t find 
adequate temporary shelter and 
then keep watching the papers to 
improve their situation. 

“The situation has. certainly 
eased up a lot over last year and 
is infinitely better than two years 
AZO,’ > he said.

Early-week trading in the spot cotton 
markets was moderately active, but was 
limited after the softening of prices. Loan 
equities sold as high as $10 a bale be- 
fore Monday, but there was little de- 
mand by the end of the trading week. 

Domestic mill buying decreased and 
sales were small. The export market, 
however, was less sensitive to the week's 
price developments, and sales for export 
were of moderate volume. 

Reported sales in the 10 spot markets 
totaled 154,100 bales in the week, com- 
pared with 178,300 the previous week, 
and 95,800 a year ago. Loan entries re- 
ported to the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion the week of Jan. 28-Feb. 3 totaled 
92,900 bales, bringing the season's total 
to 4,494,500 bales. 

The quality of 1948-crop under CCC 
loan as of Jan. 31 averaged higher than 
the estimated quality of the 1948 crop. 
The average staple length of the loan 
stocks was 32.6 thirty-second inches, com- 
pared with slightly under 32.5 thirty- 
seconds for the crop.

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Tom Linder's New Bid for Power 


A measure obviously intended to give 
Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Linder 
domination over Georgia’s livestock and 
diarying industry will come before the 
House of Representatives this week—pos- 
sibly tomorrow. 

This bill will destroy local government 
and, finally, discourage and retard the de- 
veloping live stock industry. We hope it 
may be defeated. 

It would create a five-member Live- 
stock Sanitary Board, with Linder as 
chairman, to conduct inspections of meat, 
dairies, slaughterhouses, milk and related 
products. 

Such inspections are conducted at pres- 
ent by local health authorities under gen- 
eral supervision of the State Health De- 
partment. The Linder bill could nullify 
all that. It would give the Board power 
to determine whether local inspection is 
“adequate,” and further authority to re- 
voke local inspection permits and shift 
that duty to the jurisdiction of the Board 
itself. ae 

' This measure would, in short, give the 
Commissioner of Agriculture the power to 
say who is to remain in the livestock and 
dairying business and who might be 
forced out.

And when that is 
done we are confident the proposed bill 
will not be allowed to pass.

The Legislature's Comedy of Errors 


A comedy of errors has hit the Legislature during the past few jam-packed days. A rumor spread 
that House Speaker Fred Hand was sending out letters promoting himself as a gubernatorial candidate 
for 1950—and Hand tells me emphatically he isn’t a candidate, won’t be a candidate in 1950, and, so 


far as he knows, will never seek the Governorship. 


The Speaker wrote to Mayors and County Commissioners throughout Georgia offering them 
the privileges of the floor of the House during the present session, and enclosing an admission card. 
This has been customary in the past, Hand explained, but someone interpreted this courtesy as a 


promotional stunt by Hand with his eyes on a gubernatorial race in 1950. 


and seemed amazed at any such interpretation. 

A bill was introduced to create the post of 
State Solicitor General. Speaker Pro Tem 
George Smith introduced the measure, explain- 
ing it was simply to give a pay raise to the hard- 
working Asst. Atty Gen. Claude Shaw. Atty. 
Gen. Eugene Cook took a look at the bill and 
hit the ceiling—not because it gave a raise to his 
good friend and aid, Claude Shaw—but because 
the way the bill was drawn it would permit the 
State Solicitor General to bypass the Attorney 
General. Cook suspected political enemies of 
trying to take his power from him, by using his 
good friend. Smith said he didn’t draft the bill 
—that it was handed him by the Law Depart- 
ment and that he assumed Cook wanted it. To 
avoid further embarrassment, the bill was 
shelved. 

Rep. Harold Willingham, of Cobb Coun- 
ty, who didn’t support the late Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge, has been figuratively wearing a 
“Wool Hat” to demonstrate his loyalty to 
Gpv. Herman Talmadge. In starting his de- 
bate, Harold has identified himself as a 
“eountry boy’—arraying “country boys” 
against the “city slickers.” Finally, Rep. 
H. O. Hubert, of DeKalb County (not an ad- 
ministration supporter) got up to speak. Said 
Hubert, of Decatur: “If the gentleman from 
the City of Marietta, near Atlanta, is a coun- 
try boy, I think I can line myself up as a 
country boy since I live in the little coun- 
try town of Decatur.” Speaker Hand asked 
if he could interrupt the “Wool Hat” boy 
from Decatur. 

The Pardon and Parole Board apparently 
doesn’t want any more prisoners to suffer the 
fate of Forrest Turner. The Board was ready 
to act upon Turner’s parole case when one or 
two indictments of 10 to 15 years ago popped 
up. Under the rule of the Board it does not 
consider a person for parole who has a case hang- 
ing over his head. 

“The Board has found that the practice has 
grown up in certain circuits whereby the de- 

fendant is tried and convicted on one offense, 
and the Solicitor holds the other offense or of- 


fenses—all committed at the same time—open to 
prosecute the defendant upon his release from 
prison,” the Board says in a report to the Legis- 
lature. 

“In effect this protedure serves to block 
the prisoner from becoming eligible for pa- 
role consideration. The Board feels that 
the practice of deferring prosecution of such 
cases should be called to the attention of the 
General Assembly for such action, if any, it 
deems proper,” Board Members Ed Everett, 
Rebecca Rainey and Eugene Wilburn con- 
clude. 

There seems no justifiable reason why a So- 
licittor should not prosecute all the cases he has 
against a person at one time so that the prisoner 
and the Parole Board and all concerned would 
know exactly how many years he has to serve. 
If the Solicitors want to leave a case pending 
for 10 to 15 years—with witnesses dying or mov- 
ing away—the cases should be dismissed. Cer- 
tainly it seems unfair to use untried charges as a 
means of preventing a reformed prisoner from 
getting his freedom.

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Lincoln and 
Political Morality 


The nation remembers Lincoln! 
In the Lincoln papers opened for the first time 
about a year ago, was one letter from Alexander 
Stephens, future Vice President of the Confederacy. Written from 
Crawfordville, Ga., and dated Dec. 14, 1860, it reads: 
“My Dear Sir: 

“Your short and polite note of the 3d ulto. asking for a revised 
copy of the speech to which you referd. was not received until 
last night—The newspaper report of the speech has never been 
perused by me—The notes of the reporter were submitted to me 
and corrected to some extent before being publisehd but not 
so thoroughly as I could have wished—The report was substan- 
tially correct~If I had had any idea that it would have been 
so extensively circulated as it has been and been republished in 
so many papers throughout the country as it has been I should 
have prepared a copy for the press in the first instance—But I 
had no such thought and therefore let the report go as it did— 
There are several verbal inaccuracies in it but the main points 
appear sufficiently clear for all practical purposes— 


“The country is certainly in great peril and no man ever had 
heavier or greater responsibilities resting upon him than you 
have in the present momentous crisis— 


“Yours most respectfully, 
“ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS.” 


Lincoln, then nominated as President by the Republican Party, 
had written for a copy of a speech made by Stephens before the 
Georgia Legislature. In it he had argued against haste in seces- 
sion. He had insisted the State remain in the Union until all possi- 
bilities of compromise had been exhausted. He pointedly attacked 
the hot-heads; saying they talked loosely of bringing on a war 
which would plague the South for generations to come and bring 


| Sreat sorrow and misery to the people. 


Lincoln, on reading the speech, wrote back that neither 
he nor his party were interested in interfering with the 
existing slaves. He said the nub of the problem was that he 
believed slavery wrong and Stephens and the South bélieved it right. 

Stephens replied that the Republican Party was attempting to 
place the Southern States in an impossible position. 

The correspondence died out. The hot-heads were in the sad- 
dle. Lincoln, who much later in the war that came, was to discuss 


| the possibility of Federal payments for slave property (Jefferson’s 


old plan), was to meet Stephens again. That was. when the sickly 
but courageous little Georgian went to Hampton Roads with. the 
Peace Committee. “Write Union in it and I will sign it,” said 
Lincoln. Stephens could not. He even then was finished with 
Jetferson Davis, who had placed such confining regulations about 
the Committee it was powerless to act. After that he spoke no 
more to Davis. 

As one reads history—and sees how the hot-heads on both sides 
made compromise impossible and brought on a war which was to 
be all Stephens had predicted—and more—one is depressed by the 
nvedlessness of it all and by the folly of men who stubbornly and 
willfully will not admit even the possibility of being wrong.

WASHINGTON—President Truman’s “Fair Deal” program of 
domestic legislation is in a fair way to bog down.

thigh. It looked sturdy and sound, and good for a hundred years, though its bark was all riddled with 
rings of little holes where birds, I suppose, had drilled for borers. It wasn’t much of a fruit tree, for 
the apples somehow always came small and not too sweet to the taste, but it paid its way, for in the 
Spring it was a glory of white blossom, and when the blossoms fell they covered the ground like snow. 


It. never wore, so far as I know, a nest of 
robins in its hair, but it was a friendly tree, just 
the same. Children by the score had played in it, 
and fallen out-of it, and climbed back up again, 
and many a cat had sought refuge there from a 
wandering dog.

It Might Almost Be Chelsea 


SAVANNAH—Azaleas are blooming on Victory Drive and in hundreds of pri- 
vate gardens. Delicate red-bud blossoms hang over old brick walls. The calendar 
may say that it is early February but Savannah says it is Spring. Now admittedly 
nothing of this sort ever happened in England where you are quite likely to get 
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February weather in July; but I see, as I have never done before on my previous 


wisits to this town, how strong the English influence is here. Substitute geraniums for the azaleas, 
dahlias for red-bud, move the calendar up six months to a day when the rain falls softly but steadily 
' and you can easily persuade yourself that you are back in London—that is, of course, until meal 


time arrives. 

Fine old Regency and Georgian town houses 
open directly on to the street; others have an 
imposing portico. Famous “Savannah gray” brick 
walls enclose the gardens and a beautiful old 
gate with wrought iron hinges m4arks the trades- 
men’s entrance. Enter—and you are in Portland 
Square or Wimpole Street. There are deeply re 
cessed windows, carved mantelpieces by Adam, 
or perhaps of Italian marble. The furniture is 
Sheraton, Hepplewhite or Qreen Anne, and the 
tea service is set out ready for use. The china 
may be Rockingham or Coalport; the tureen on 
the sideboard Crown Derby. English, all of it. 


The size and number of the parks reminds 
you of London, as well as the part they play 
in the daily life of the people; they are for 
use, not solely for decoration. And it is quite 
easy to understand this when it is recalled 
that originally they were the center of Sa- 
vannah’s fortifications, and later the “com- 
mon” cow pasture. They have grown up as 
part of the town, not merely a site laid out 
recently by the city fathers. 


Also like London, Savannah is, of course, a 
port and it was shipping that built up the for- 
tunes of its merchant princes. The current war 
over developing the port facilities will have to be 
fought without our help because we are torn be 
tween the two sides of the yuestion. While the 
faint practical side of our nature aeplores Savan- 
nah’s failure to develop its great possibilities, the 
artist in us agrees with Jack Tarver, “Let Savan- 
nah sleep!” There is no doubt in our mind that 
she is a sleeping beauty, much too charming to 
be exploited for commercial gain. 

For my part, the Ships bound for Liverpool 
with cargoes of cotton can be loaded by hand, run 
by heat from Franklin stoves, and can linger six 
- months on the journey. I’m “agin’” these speed-

I prefer to stroll down East Broad Street to 
the old Pirates’ House immortalized by Robert 
Leuis Stevenson in “Treasure Island.” It is not 


unlike an old English pub, and I’m fascinated by 
the high bar that slopes inward near the floor so 
that belligerent sailors could not attack the bar- 


keeper. 


I firmly believe that Chinese and Scandinavian 
sailors were shanghaied here and taken down 
through the newly discovered tunnel into the 
ships. I’m even willing to concede that the 
wooden leg on exhibition may have belonged to 
Long John Silver, but that is not—they can’t kid 
me—that is not Captain Flint laid out there in 
the bed! 

The Trustees’ herb garden is fragrant with 
thyme, marjoram and lavendar, but it would have 
been more interesting to see it 200 years ago 
when the young colony’s supply of silkworms 
occupied this space. 


I'd been told so frequently that the Inde- 
pendent Presbyterian Church. was almost a 
replica of St. Martin’s-in-the-Field in London, 
that I had wo go along and see for myself. 
After all, St. Martin’s was practically my 
next door neighbor for three years and 
scarcely a day passed without my seeing it. 
Yes, there was certainly a resemblance in the 
Wren-inspired spire, the owWline and propor- 
tions were slightly similar, but that was all; 
the Savannah church lacks the commanding 
position of the London edifice, there’s no 
great noble portico, and I missed the Trafal- 
gar Square pigeons that nest in the eaves. 


But enough of the work of that brilliant 
young English architect of long ago, William Jay, 
remains to bring joy to the heart of the English 
traveler. It is no wonder that Thackeray loved 
the town, and Macready, and the Franco-Ameri- 
can, Audubon. Whether or not the port is ex- 
panded (and I will admit, with a sigh that it

- Incinerator 


Unit Offered 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Construction of a proposed 
$1,000,000 incineration unit to 
supplement existing facilities will 
be a self-liquidating improvement 
and eliminate burying of surplus 
garbage, Stafford W. Graydon, 
Ciyt Health Engineer, said yes- 
terday. 

Graydon asserted that the exist- 
ing unit last year showed a profit 
of more than $50,000 over incin- 
eration costs and estimated that 
the planned addition would in- 
crease income from that source 
substantially. 

The existing incineration unit 
has a rated capacity of 330 tons a 
day, but during Summer peaks 
garbage and refuse collections to- 
tal more than 600 tons per day. 
Last year 11,000 tons of surplus 
garbage were buried at the sani- 
tary fill maintained on Forrest 
Road to care for the overage. 

Graydon exhibited figures to 
show that reclamation of by-pro- 
ducts of incineration last year pro- 
duced $176,818.79 while incinera- 
tion costs amounted to $125,809.70, 
a profit of $51,009.09. 

The present installations sold 
$89,639.80 worth of steam to the 
Georgia Power Company. This is 
generated in the incineration pro- 
cess and Graydon says he has been 
assured by Power Company offici- 
als that the company will use any 
additional power produced by the 
enlarged plant. Tin cans also are 
being reclaimed. Last year the 
City collected $87,128.99 from the 
sales, and a new contract has been 
entered into through which crates 
and boxes will be reclaimed bring- 
ing an additional $50 monthly in- 
come. 

The City is now authorized to 
issue revenue certificates to make 
Sanitary Department improve- 
ments, and Graydon and his aides 
are urging that the incineration 
capacity be increased so that the 
division can reclaim thousands of 
dollars worth of by-products which 
are lost in the burying process. 

Graydon insists that incineration 
profits would pay for the new in- 
stallations in less than 20 years 
without any help from current 
City revenues. 

“While most other cities of the 
nation are spending money to in- 
cinerate their refuse, Atlanta is 
actually making money from the 
process,” Graydon said. “We do 
not deserve any additional credit 
for doing our job the best we can,

Not Same 


As ‘Jew’ 

Since the new State of Israel 
has been formed, much confu- 
sion has resulted in terms used 
in connection with the new 
State in news stories. To clari- 


fy these terms, the following 
definitions are printed: 


JEW—The term “Jew” proper- 
ly describes a member of a re- 
ligious group professing Judaism, 
a universal creéd whose adherents 
are citizens of various countries. 
What Americans, Israelis, English- 
men, Frenchmen, Egyptians or 
Russians of Jewish faith have in 
common, is the spiritual tie of re- 
ligious faith that binds together 
members of any other religious 
group with adherents of different 
nationalities. 

Judaism as a religious faith is 
separate and distinct from the 
nationality of its adherents. Amer- 
icans of Jewish faith are nationals 
of their homeland, the United 
States; they have no national 
rights or obligations whatsoever 
to the State of Israel not shared by 
Americans of other faiths. 

ISRAELI — The term “Israeli” 
properly describes the people, citi- 
zens, and institutions of the State 
of Israel. “Israeli” is a term con- 
noting a specific nationality; the 
nationality confined to the terri- 
tory now known as Israel. Accord- 
ingly, an Israeli may be a Jew by 
religion, but he may equally be a 
Moslem, Christian, agnostic or 
atheist. 

Israeli authorities can have no 
jurisdiction over, or national 
claims on, the Jews of any country 
other than Israel. Thus, it is in- 
accurate and damaging both to 
Israelis and the position of Jews 
everywhere to confuse the terms 
“Jew” and “Israeli” and to refer 
in the news about Palestine to a 
“Jewish Army,” “Jewish authori- 

ties,” “Jewish flab,” “Jews shoot 
down RAF planes,” when in each 
case the correct descriptive term 
is “Israeli.” 

ZIONISM—A term describing 

a secular political movement or- 

ganized to reconstitute Jews as a 

nation, with Palestine as their 

national state or homeland and 

now advocating the national and 

cultural interests of the State of 
Israel. The term is not to be con- 
fused with “relief” or “humani- 
tarian.” Not all Jews are Zionists; 
nor are all Zionists Jews. Some 
Christians and non-believers are 
also Zionists. 

JEWISH AGENCY—An execu- 
tive body of the World Zionist Or- 
ganization set up under the terms 
of the League of Nations Mandate 
of 1922 to assist the Mandatory 
Power (Great Britain) for the 

urpose of advising and cooperat- 

with the administration of 
Palestine in the development of 


the Zionist “Jewish” national 
home. 

Since the proclamation of the 
State of Israel, the Jewish Agency 
has lost its former “quasi-govern- 
mental capacity” and now op- 
erates as “the executive arm of 
the World Zionist Organization— 
which in fact it is, and has been | 
for years.”

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FIE ON REALISTS, SAY CHILDREN 


Juvenile Classics Still Tops 


Among the many dangers be- 
setting the modern child is that 
represented by the attacks of the 
realists. With the kindest inten- 
tions in the world, an army of 
factfinders is perennially em- 
barking on one crusade or an- 
other to meet and vanquish the 
forces that provide youth with 
rosy dreams. The cohorts of 
realism are now said to be seri- 
ously advocating that “Jack and 
Jill” be rewritten and brought 
up to date. Children today, it 
is pointed out, do not walk up 
a hill to fetch a pail of water; 
they turn a faucet. Why con- 
fuse the youngsters by intro- 
ducing a modus operandi which, 
unless the water mains break, 
they will have no opportunity 
of testing? 

Why indeed? There is no rea- 
gon why any child should read, 
or have read to him, the non- 
sense of Mother Goose, except 
that he loves the whole silly 
business. The trek up the hill 
to fetch a pail of water charms 
him exactly as it has thousands 
before him, although he may 
never have carried a pail or, 
greater deprivation, may never 
have seen a hill. 

Surely, if the realists are like- 
ly to take over juvenile litera- 
ture, someone should rise up to 
rescue the children and their 
favorite books. We cannot hope 
that the rewrite man will be 
satisfied with adjusting Mother 
Goose—rather he will go on to 
discover that “Black Beauty” is 
worthless, because the modern 
child is raised on gasoline. ‘‘Rob- 
inson Crusoe” will be blacklist- 
ed on the grounds that even the 
‘kindergarten set knows that air- 
planes can drop supplies on des- 
ert islands, “Heidi” will be 
scorned in this era of psycholog- 
ical care for orphans and “Little 
Women” will be banned as a 
false picture of family life. As 
for the fairy tales, they will 
stg be brought up to date, 

, since the fairies encoun- 
tered in literature today are 
fairly reeking with social sig- 
nificance. 

It is just possible, however, 
that the crusaders who seek to 
save children from their imagi- 
nations will find their most 
stubborn enemies to be ‘he 
youngsters themselves. Heed- 
less of the pail versus faucet 
schools of argument, children 
continue stubbornly to read the 
books that were written for 
them 60 and 70 and in one in- 
stance 229 years ago. Children’s 
librarians and publishers testify 
that the popularity of these 
titles is undiminished by radio, 
motion pictures or television 
and that the attractive modern 
books being wrfitten have not 
crowded out the old favorites. 

It is surprising and conse- 
quent that in a recent survey 
made to determine what sub-

jects children would most like 
to see dramatized on television, 
56.6 percent of. the total votes 
was for animal stories; fairy 
tales claimed 49.8 percent of 
the total votes and stories about 
children today polled 22.5. per- 
cent of the total votes. The 
questionnaire, let it be noted, 
was submitted to 300 children 
in the nine-12 age group in four 
communities: New York City, 
Bronxville, N. Y., Maplewood 
and Basking Ridge, N. J. 


The fairy tales first collected 
by Jakob and Wilhelm, the 
Brothers Grimm, were pub- 
lished in 1812 and Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen (who wrote most 
of his fairy stories) made his 
bow in 1835—they’re all selling 
steadily today. Perhaps the 
most famous of animal stories 
is “Black Beauty,” originally 
published in 1877 and still be- 
loved by generations of young 
readers supposed to be motor- 
minded. Daniel Defoe wrote 
“Robinson Crusoe” 229 years 
ago and youngsters continue to 
devour it as they do “Gulliver’s 
Travels,’ which came _ seven 
years later. In fact children 
made Gulliver their own, sweet- 
ly oblivious to Swift’s political 
satire. 

Eighty years ago Louisa May 
Alcott’s “Little Women” first de- 
lighted girls—last year one firm 
alone sold 75,000 copies and 
some 60,000 copies of “Heidi,” 
first published 68 years ago. 
Even allowing for gift copies 
which may or may not be read, 
several thousand modern chil- 
dren must have enjoyed these 
old favorites. 

Inconvertible testimony as to 
the reading tastes of today’s 
children comes from the chil- 
dren’s librarians in the Newark, 
N. J., Public Library and its 
branches. Time has done the 
youngsters-a service in that it 
has allowed the cheap and 
superficial among the old books 
to go out of print. 

“It is only the best which 
have remained,” says Katharine 
B. Sherwood, who is Principal 
Children’s and Education Li- 


brary. 

Miss Sherwood’s title and her 
knowledge of the _ so-called 
“junior classics” do not get in 
the way of her sense of humor: 
she volunteers that “Lassie 
Come Home’ is one of the most 
popular of dog stories on the 
children’s shelves and _ that 
“Beautiful Joe” ‘your’ grand- 
mother will remember that one) 
has vanished from the libraries. 

Perhaps the most surprising 
sidelight on the question of 
which books for children never 
go out of print is contained in 
the circulation figures supplied 
by Miss Sherwood and her as- 
sistants for seven. children’s 


rooms and the main library’s 
juvenile collection. Fairy tales 
—Andersen’s, Grimm’s and 
Lang’s—top the list. From 
January to October of last year 
these beloved stories had a com- 
bined circulation of 1,818, a 
figure that probably does not be- 
gin to estimate the number of 
children who read each book. 

Eleanor P. rtawley, another 
children’s room librarian, has 
taken time to compare some of 
the new books written for chil- 
dren with the old titles. In 
every instance demand has 
forced the library to stock more 
copies of the old books and in 
a checkup of 15 titles, Miss 
Hawley found only four “mod- 
ern” books with a higher circu- 
lation than the older titles with 
which they were compared. 

Still another librarian, Miss 
Andrea H. Werner, believes that 
although many of the new titles 
enjoy a brief popularity because 
of timeliness, they are soon for- 
gotten. 

“The stories which contain 
truth live on,’ she comments. 
“Children’s tastes do change, 
but they do not change away 
from the great books.” 

Frances Clarke Sayers, super- 
intendent of work with chil- 
dren at the New York Public 
Library and who is herself the 
author of several recently pub- 
lished books for children, con- 
curs. 

In spite of the advent of radio, 
motion pictures and television, 
the youngsters who use the li- 
brary still read ‘‘Treasure 
Island,’’ “Robinson Crusoe,” 
“Uncle Remus,” etc., Mrs. Say- 
ers assures us. 

“Many children find in read- 
ing a satisfaction which nothing 
else can give them,” she says. 
“For these children the old 
favorites still remain, not be- 
cause they are old favorites but 
because they have about them a 
kind of vitality which endures.”

COSTLY FAILURE 


There was a surprise flight to Reno, a mar- 
riage there at midnight, and a hurried trip 
back to a West Coast pier where the bride and 
bridegroom boarded a ship and sailed at dawn 
on a South American honeymoon. The year 
was 1935. 

When the newlyweds returned to San Fran- 
cisco, Grace alleged, Kenneth’s motheg and 
father, unreconciled to his marriage, continued 
to invite him to family gatherings alone. 

Grace made no overtures to his family, she 
testified in her recently tried divorce suit, until 
he began to drink heavily and stay away from 
home. 

“T used to call his mother, then,” Grace said. 
“J was lost. I didn’t know what to do. She 
would say ‘If he doesn’t come home tonight I’ll 
disinherit him.’ That nearly scared him to death, 

“As time went on, his parents realized J 
had helped him a great deal. Just before Mrs. 
Pope died she congratulated me on the job I 
had done with Kenneth and said I had almost 
made a man of him.” 

Asked by the court if she didn’t know her 
husband was a drunkard when she married 
him, she replied, “He was accustomed to drink- 
ing. He knew how to drink. When he would 
tell me he*® wasn’t going to drink any more, I 
believed him and always forgave him.”’ 

Instead of stopping, she said, he drank more 
than ever. She also accused him of associating 
with other women — a polo-playing beauty shop 
owner, the divorced wife of a Tahitian planta- 
tion eperator, a society reporter and a red- 
haired nurse. 

“When Mr. Pope went out,’ she testified, 
“everyone would call and tell me he was with 
different women.” — 

When the Popes were living in Beverly Hills, 


in 1946, Grace filed for separate maintenance 


in what she later described as a fit of pique. 

“I had gone to a department store,” she 
testified, “‘to order a bathing suit and they said 
‘You'll have to go to the credit department.’ 
I couldn’t. imagine why. The clerk asked, ‘Do 
you know Mr. Pope’s secretary called up this 
morning and said all your charge accounts were 
I couldn’t believe it. That night 
Mr. Pope informed the hotel manager, ‘I am 
not fesponsible for Mrs. Pope’s bills any longer. 
Now she’s on her own. This is the end.’ 

“That’s when I sued for separate mainte- 
nance. I withdrew the suit after Mr. Pope 
called and said he could not carry on without 
me. He was drinking heavily and I felt sorry 
for him. When he said he’d promise anything 
ve! I'd take him back I said I would take care 
of nim.” 


Things were better, temporarily, after they 


. moved back to San Francisco. 


“The next thing I knew,” Grace said, “he 
had moved across the street to the Pacific Union 
Club and filed suit for divorce.” 

In supporting Grace’s counter suit, her attor- 
ney, James Martin MacInnes, produced a letter 
in which the board of directors of the steam- 
ship company suggested that Kenneth take a 
six months leave of absence because of his 
drinking and his chronic absence from the office. 
MacInnes also produced photostatic copies of 
hospital records as evidence that Kenneth had 
been admitted three’ times for acute alcoholism. 

Kenneth consistently denied the charges 
made by his wife. 

The case of Pope vs. Pope lasted three weeks. 
Both litigants claimed “extreme cruelty.” 

The big question, however, was whether or 

not Grace was entitled to a share of her hus- 
band’s inheritance. 
- Her attorney contended that she had spent 
14 years in a futile attempt to cure her hus- 
band’s drinking habits and therefore deserved 
a large slice of the Pope fortune. 

After listening for days to the testimony on 
both sides, Superior Court Judge Edward Mur- 
phy said: “This is a simple divorce just like 
any other. I am interested only in getting to

wrong. I don’t intend to make a career of try- 
ing this case, nor will I have a Roman holiday 
made of it.”

as a weather report. “I,’”’ said this proud woman, 
“not only had my baby the painless way, but 
also by appointment. My doctor said to me, 
‘Mrs. Z, you go to the hospital in two days and 
have your baby at our convenience instead of 
waiting around for things to happen,’ ” 

Thereupon, Mrs. Z calmly cleaned her house, 
packed her bag, parked her canary, kissed her 
husband good-by, and brought forth Hector the 
Third on time, in place, and in peace. Excelsior! 

“John,” I began excitedly that night, the 
moment he came in from his last hospital call, 
“look at this. Isn’t it wonderful? Didn’t you 
know ?” 

Wearily he looked at the proffered article, 


~ and with a ‘“‘You, too, Brutus?” look, sank into 


the nearest chair. 

‘Tell me,” he directed gruffly, “‘what’s most 
important to you as a prospective mother, the 
avoidance of pain or the safety and health of 
yourself and your baby?”’ 

“Safety and health of mother and baby, of 
course,” I said. ‘“‘Do you mean painless child- 
birth isn’t safe?” 

“Exactly,” John exclaimed. “I know how you 
must feel about this. Here are the facts in brief: 

“Caudal analgesia is still experimental. It 
has been used successfully, but it ‘also has been 


used tragically. All cases that are not com- 
pletely normal in every detail are classified 
immediately~as unfit subjects for caudal. That 
excludes many right off the bat. 

‘Some women, where the decision has been 
to use caudal analgesia with caution, have re- 
acted to the first injection with unexplained 
death, respiratory or circulatory failure, or just 
plain shock. Other women have suffered after 
effects ranging from mere discomfort to out and 


out paralysis. In some cases, the 
needles used in the injections have 
broken off unexpectedly, necessi- 
tating emergency surgical in- 
tervention. 

“Caudal analgesia abolishes all 
voluntary muscular effort on the 
part of the prospective mother 

and often necessitates the use of 
instruments. It prolongs the proc- 
esses of childbirth and, therefore, 
may have bad effects on the baby.” 
At this point John pulled a re- 
cent medical journal from his 
pocket and showed me an arti- 
cle entitled, “Caudal Analgesia 
—A Revaluation,” which em- 
phasized most Of the points 

he had made.

fer to have safe even though painful deliveries.” 

Although I was rapidly beginning to feel de- 
flated, I still went on. 

“What about this business of babies by ap- 
pointment?”’ I asked next, recalling Mrs. Z. 

Having a baby by appointment, I’had come 
to think, would reduce the procedure to the 
monotony of a date at the hairdresser’s. I could 
just see myself torn between the first of Novem- 
ber or the 31st of October as possible birth dates. 

“Inducing labor,’’ John said, ‘“‘may also be 
fraught with danger to mother and child. There 
are some safe ways, but they aren’t too effective. 

‘“‘Most common is the use of regulated doses 
of pituitrin injected at regular intervals. This 
method was meant originally to be used only in 
cases where it was absolutely necessary to speed 
nature in order to save the mother’s life. The 
injection may kill the baby, cause internal in- 
jury to the mother, or both. Some women go 
through the whole business of injections and 
still have to wait until nature is ready.” 

I sat back, thoroughly impressed, depressed, 
and thwarted, like a child whose promised trip 
to the circus has just been canceled. 

“Basically Mrs. X, Y and Z told the truth,” 
John said, ‘‘and if patients are lucky, all goes 
well. They take a tremendous chance, however. 
Caudal analgesia is a new, exciting thing. I 
wouldn’t use it because it’s imperfect as yet.” 

Suddenly John stood up and stretched, ‘‘Cheer 
up, darling,” he said, “it’s not so bad. When our 
children are ready to have families painless 
childbirth may be a commonplace.” 

That is why I, a doctor’s wife, as well-read as 
most women, had my baby the same old way.

NCH by inch, the palms of his hands and one 
cheek pressed against the wall, his feet mov- 
ing along the ledge without lifting, the well 

dressed man worked his way across the face of 
the old Waldorf-Astoria hotel. 

Nine floors below on New York’s Fifth 
Avenue, an open-mouthed crowd watched his 
progress. 

“It’s a burglar!” one spectator cried. 

“Tt’s a human fly,” another decided. ‘‘A pub- 
licity stunt!”’ 

It was neither of these. It was the United 
States Minister to Belgium, en route to the room 
occupied by his unsuspecting sister; the sister 
who had defied her family by falling in love 
with ‘‘the wrong man.”’ 

As Minister Theodore Marburg completed his 
perilous trip that summer day of 1912 and 
swung himself through the window, a famous 
alienist entered conventionally from the hotel 
corridor—and Emma Marburg’s one great ro- 
mance was ended. 

It was a romance that embraced two con- 
tinents, that found money pitted against money, 
intrigue against intrigue; and left the Baltimore 
heiress the only loser in a romantic tragedy as 
fantastic as any recorded in fiction. 

Emma Marburg was truly the woman who 
paid, with a sizable fortune in cash; with un- 
requited love, and vears of humiliation. 

Love was late coming to her, but then every- 
thing in her well-ordered lise moved. slowly. 
The need for haste departed with the death of 
her wealthy father, Theodore Marburg of Bal- 
timore. | 


E LEFT an estate of several millions, made in 
tobacco, to his five children: Amelia, Emma, 
William, Albert and Theodore, Jr. 

The bulk of her share safely invested, shy 
and pretty Emma indulged her appetite for 
travel. She toured the world, twice making a 
circuit of the globe and returning to Baltimore 
only to rest for the next junket. 

Emma met, and rejected, the usual quota of 
fortune-hunters, with and without titles. No man 
interested her until her third world tour in 1907 
when, at Gibraltar, she met Fred Fischer. 

Fischer had no title other than that of tour-

ist guide, but his appearance and his back- 
ground combined prompted Miss Emma to term 
him “the most interesting man I ever knew.” 

Born in Paris of French and Irish parents, 
he was a British citizen with the wanderlust 
that had ‘taken him into the dark interiors of 
countries that hardy tourists skirted. Emma 
made it plain to her friends that he was no 
ordinary guide and could have been a great 
artist. 
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: To Emma's Horrified Surprise, Her

“As a young man,” she explained, “he was 
copying a picture in the Louvre when a visitor, 
evidently a man of wealth, asked to be guided 
around the galleries. Fred obliged. 

‘The man was so impressed with Mr. Fisch- 
er’s knowledge of art and current topics he 
asked him to travel with him. Mr. Fischer went 
with the gentleman in the capacity of traveling 
companion and that is how he happened to take 
up a career as conductor for tourist parties.” 
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Miss Emma learned early in her acquaint- 
anceship with the conductor that he had been 
married secretly and now, in middle age, he 
was not free to marry the charming heiress 
from Baltimore. 

Both sighed, and then both agreed that he 
should get a divorce. Meantime, Miss Emma 
returned to the United States, but journeyed to 
Europe several times to visit with Fischer and 
reassure him she would be waiting when he 
was free. 

HS marital freedom was granted in 1911, when 
he was 54, and Emma hastened to Paris 
and made her first grave error. She took with 
her Miss Lucie Munder, her second cousin, a 
beauty of 25. Emma was 90, young In heart but 
no match for Lucie in outward charm. 

Fischer listened to Emma, looked at Lucie 
—and wavered. 

Emma Marburg sensed that Fischer was 
smitten with her young relative and started 
playing her trump cards in the first of a series 
of desperate moves. ey 

She gave Fischer the $7,500 automobile in 
which the trio had made their Continental tour, 
promised him other gifts and arranged for him 
to follow the two women to Baltimore. 
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Fischer followed, but he spent most of his 
time in the company of Lucie Munder, and so 
did Emma, her cheeks burning as she watched 
the exchange of tender sighs and glances. 

When Fischer returned to Europe, alone, 
Emma became panicky and reached for her 
most potent weapon—her bulging purse. She 
followed Fischer to Paris, cast modesty aside, 
and told the tour conductor: 

1. She, Emma Marburg, would give Fred- 
erick Fischer the sum of $200,000 if he would 
marry her. 

2. He should forget about Lucie Munder, her 
young rival, because Lucie’s family frowned at 
the very thought of her marrying a man more 
than twice her age; 54 to her 25. 

Fischer pondered, but, on this side of the At- 
lantic, Lucie Munder acted. She sailed for Eng- 
land, announcing she would marry Fischer and 
nobody could stop her. Arrived in London, 
Miss Munder settled down for the 30-day resi- 
dence legally required before a marriage license 
could be issued. 


MEANTIME, her ship and the one carrying 
Miss Emma home had passed in mid-ocean. 
Emma landed in New York, sailed on the next 
boac just as Lucie’s father withdrew objections 
to Fischer as a son-in-law. 
Emma found Lucie in London, begged and 
pleaded with the younger woman and finally, 


according to her own later admission, bought 


off her pretty rival. 

Lucie Munder was given $25,000 to relin- 
quish her claims to Fischer’s affections. 

Just when the money changed hands was 
not revealed, but Miss Munder returned to Bal- 
timore, unwed, in August, 1912. 

With her was Emma who explained that 
Lucie’s “unexpected trip to London had resulted 
from a misunderstanding over a cablegram.” 

Miss Emma then made her triumphant an- 
nouncement. She was to marry Fischer in New 
York, the wedding was to be quiet and none of 


her relatives—all of whom apparently opposed . 


the match—would attend. 

“T am a woman with old-fashioned ideas,” 
she added. “I detest the idea of divorce. How- 
ever, Mr. Fischer was without blame in this 
case. He was compelled to divorce his wife be- 
cause of her conduct. Abroad the guilty person 
in a divorce case is not allowed to remarry, and 
this should be the rule in our country.” 

The honeymoon, appropriately enough, would 
be a trip around the world. 

Meantime, the Marburg family was ‘outma- 
neuvering Emma in Baltimore. Lucie Munder, 
recipient of $25,000 on the condition that she 
would not marry Fischer, was approached with 


another startling offer by the Marburg brothers. 

They woud give her $50,000 if she would 
marry the tour conductor! 

But what about the $25,000 forwarded by 
Miss Emma? _ Should she return the money? 

There was no need, the family spokesman 
said. The brothers would reimburse Emma 
in that amount; she would not be the loser and 
Miss Munder could go to the altar with the 
fascinating Fischer—and $75,000 of her own. 
Lucie wrote to Fischer and he sailed from Eng- 
land for his American wedding. His bride, 
Emma or Lucie, was bound to be a wealthy 
woman. : 

Theodore Marburg also sailed for New York 
from London and the members of the family 
converged on the Waldorf-Astoria, where un- 
suspecting Emma was staying. 

Theodore and Alkert Marburg, donor of the 
Marburg clinic to Johns Hopkins Hospital, led 
the board of strategy. They conferred with sev- 
eral noted alienists and decided to hold a meet- 
ing in Emma’s room, without notifying her of 
their intention. 

The alienists, headed by Dr. C. F. McDonald 
of New York, were to gain admission the usual

way—through the door. Theodore, the diplo- 
mat, was to come in through the window, which 
he did after shuffling along the ledge of the 
ninth floor. One newspaper noted “the entry 
was not accomplished without great personal 
hazard.”’ 

But why did the dignified, middle-aged 
brother, Theodore, take such a risk? 

Because, he said, he feared his sister might 
jump out the window if she knew of the im- 
pending visit. 


WHAT transpired in the hotel room remained 
a secret. Miss Emma Marburg, whose 
transatlantic romance and its setbacks had been 
front page news, suddenly dropped from sight. 

And then, on Aug. 30, 1912, Theodore Mar- 
burg sent the following telegram from Newport, 
Vt., to the Baltimore’ newspapers: 

“Miss Lucie Munder and Mr. Frederick A. 
Fischer were married this morning in the First 
Methodist Chufch. here, the witnesses to the 
marriage being an aunt of the bride, Mrs. M. S. 
Wilson, and myself. Mr. Fischer landed at Que- 
bec on Wednesday. 

“Miss Munder and Mr. Fischer were engaged 
to be married some months ago and Miss Mun- 
der’s trip abroad was arranged by Miss Mar- 
burg herself for the very purpose of having the 
couple married in Paris while she, Miss Mar- 
burg, was there. 

“Justice to Miss Munder makes this state- 
ment necessary. You are free to publish this.” 

The new Mrs. Fischer took her bridegroom 
and her $75,000 and dropped out of the picture; 
even losing contact with her relatives an 
friends in Baltimore. 

Several months went by before friends found 
out what had happened to the disappointed Miss 
Emma. She had become a patient at the Shep- 
pard and Enoch Pratt Hospital, near Baltimore. 

_Coincident with _ the announcement of her 
whereabouts, an action was brought in the Bal- 
timore county courts to have her declared “of - 
unsound mind and unable to govern herself or 
her estate.” 

A sheriff's jury of 20 men heard about her 
payment. of $25,000 to Lucie Munder if that 
young lady would give up Fischer; about the 
$50,000 given the same young lady by Emma’s 
brothers if Lucie would marry the tour con- 
ductor. William Marburg said the latter ar- 
rangement was Theodore’s idea. 

Several alienists said they believed Miss 
Emma should be placed in an institution. 

Emma Marburg’s friends, tneluding her 
classmates at the Maryland College for Women, 
and Morris A. Soper, president of the Baltimore 
Police Commissioners, insisted she was sane and - 
capable of handling her own affairs. 

But the jury decided she belonged in an in- 
stitution, the Circuit Court upheld the verdict, 
although Miss Emma made a logical, coherent 
witness in her own behalf. In December, 1913, 
she won her release. - 

She engaged a seven-room suite in a fash- 
ionable Baltimore hotel, hiding her own tragedy 
behind a gentle smile. Her estate was given back 
to her to manage, and she seemed to feel no 
bitterness toward her relatives. 

According to ‘the formula of fiction, Miss 
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Emma should have died of a broken heart soon 
after the marriage of Lucie Munder and Fred- 
erick Fischer, and her own confinement in the 
institution. | 

But Miss Emma discovered she had fo 
something to live for; she still had her heal 
and ample funds, two things many humans were 
lacking. 

So began a second life devoted to charity. 


-It was to continue until Jan. 9, 1948, when she 


died serenely at the age of 87, outliving the 
brothers who had broken up her romance. 

The procession of mourners included eight 
little old ladies, her personal pensioners. They 
had been on Miss Emma’s “payroll” at $50 each 
per month for many years and they were not 
forgotten when the will was read. Most of the 
estate, once about to be shared with a tourist 
guide, went to charity. 

She left one question unanswered: What 
would have happened if Theodore Marburg, 
United States Minister to Belgium, had lost his 
footing that summer day of 1912 during his 
“human fly” act?

ENNETH LONG, 24- year-old Army Air 


Force sergeant, flew down from his base 
at Anchorage, Alaska, with misery in his 
heart. There wasn’t much hope of his enjoying 
his 30-day leave. In her last letter his wife, 
Barbara Jean, 22, had bluntly told him she was 
going to divorce him. 

He arrived at his home in Richmond, Calif., 
where “‘Bobbe,” as he called her, and their two 
children, Kenneth, Jr., three, and Karen, six 
months, lived. He begged her to come back 
with him to Alaska. Her answer was direct: She 
didn’t love him any more; she loved another. 

He persuaded her to go with him to their 
parish priest. Under the pastor’s kindly influence 
Bobbe agreed to a reconciliation. But it was 
a different story when they returned home. 
Tauntingly she told her husband she had no 
intention of keeping her promise, that she truly 
loved another, that she would divorce him after 
all. It was a disheartening blow. 

An hour later neighbors found Long dazed 
and incoherent on his front steps. Inside the 
house Bobbe lay dead, fatally slashed with a 
butcher knife. Police were called. 

"eek kill her? I don’t know...I guess I 
must have,’’ Long told them. During the pre- 
liminary investigation, any fingerprints that 
might have been on the knife were carelessly 
obliterated. Long was taken into custody. It 
looked like an open and shut case. 

Attorney George T. Davis took over Long’s 
defense. The sergeant could remembe? nothing 
beyond Bobbe’s declaration after their return 
from visiting the priest. “I don’t remember 
killing her,” Long said. “Yet no one was with 
us. Who else could have done it?” 
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fo Davis, however, Long appeared a placid 
sort of person, one not subject to violence.

RS. DOROTHY DOBSON was in the midst 
M of orderly confusion when the phone 
rang. Year-old baby Ann, soap-covered, 

was trying to squirm out of her bathinette. The 
baker was offering his wares at the door of the 
Dobson London apartment. Maid Nannie was 
batting about the kitchen getting lunch ready. 

The 26-year-old coloratura soprano thrust 
the baby into Nannie’s arms and took up the 
receiver. An agent was at the other end. 

“Dorothy,” he said, ‘will you sing three 
notes for five guineas?” 

“Now?” asked Dorothy. 

“Of course not,” the agent replied. “At a 
recording studio ...F, A-flat and D-flat, the last 
tnree notes of a cadenza. I want you to ghost 
for someone. Those three notes are just a little 
beyond her natural range. Can you do it?” 

_ Dorothy thought hard. She’d never “dubbed” 
for anyone’s voice beforg, But if was difficult 
making ends meet in postwar England and her 
singing career, cut short by Ann’s arrival, had 
been languishing. Perhaps this was just the 
thing to revive it. 

“T’ll try,” she said doubtfully. 

That was how Dorothy Dobson sang the 
last three notes of the sleep-walking scene from 
Verdi’s “Macbeth” for a dramatic opera soprano 
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and thus got a fresh start that may lead to 
stardom for her in her own right. 

Dorothy stood near by as the’soprano sang 
into a recording microphone. When the first 
singer reached top F, the young mother took 
over with the same note and added the A-flat 
and D-flat notes. 3 

Not only was the record a complete success, 
the ghosting indiscernible except to experts, but 
Dorothy’s performance, given wide publicity, 
got her a top job with the British Broadcasting 
Cérporation. Critics, too, were enthusiastic in 
their praise of the ‘new find.” 

So, though she had enjoyed some minor 
singing success before her career was _ inter- 
rupted by motherhood, it was three ghost notes, 
sung for $22, which started Dorothy on the 
road to success. 


Nor is Dorothy’s the only case in which

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ghost singing opened the way to a lucrative 
career. There was the time Buddy Clark, then 
an unknown, dubbed songs for Jack Haley in 
the picture, ““Wake Up and Live.’’ 

Back in New York radio executives saw the 
film and wanted to know who was responsible 
for those golden Haley tones. When Clark 
proved to be the answer they signed him up. 
Today Clark is a top radio star. 

Al Jolson has the unique distinction of hay- 
ing stimulated a dormant career through ghost- 
ing for himself — so to: speak. 

When plans were made to film ‘The Jolson 
Story,” the picturization of his life, it was de. 
cided that it would be better to have someone 
other than Jols6n portray his younger self. So 
Larry Parks was chosen to. impersonate him 
on the screen. 

But Larry’s warbling could in no wise match 
the inimitable Jolson style. That’s where Aj 
came in. 

Larry did an excellent imitation of the Jol- 
son manual and knee-to-floor gyrations, but it 
was Jolson’s voice that came. out of the loud- 
speaker. 

Such a big hit was the picture and so popular 
were Jolson’s songs that the mammy singer 
bounced back into the limelight with his own 
radio program. 

While film studios are loath to publicize the 
rather common practice of voice substitution 
for non-singing stars, fearing a drop in popu- 
larity for their box-office attractions, a good 
ghosting job quickly becomes common knowl- 
edge throughout the trade and in numerous 
instances has led to breaks for the stand-in. 

There. was Anita Ellis, who ghost sang 
for Rita Hayworth in “Lady From Shanghai,” 
“Gilda’”’ and ‘Down to Earth.” 

She later made her own name as 
a vocalist’ on the Red Skelton show. 

Perhaps Hollywood’s best known 
professional ghost singer is Martha 
waa ~ Mears. Martha sang for Rita in “Blood 
So” and Sand’’--in a rich soprano voice. 
“Later Nan Wynn, stage singer, substi- 

tuted for Rita in “My Gal Sal,” but 
this time Rita’s—or Nan’s—voice was contralto. 

Martha also ghosted for Rita in ‘Cover Gir]” 
and “Tonight and Every Night’ and once, when 
she could not handle a troublesome Jerome 
Kern score for the star, another singer stepped 
in to’ ghost for Martha herself. 

The ghosting Miss Mears dubbed for Sonja 


Henie in ‘Countess of Monte Cristo’ and for 
Loretta Young in “When Mother Was a Fresh- 
man.’’ She has been a radio vocalist under her 
own banner for the past four years. 

Eileen Wilson ghosted for Ava Gardner in 
“One Touch of Venus” and ‘‘The Hucksters”’ and 
so boosted her stock in radio that she was of- 
féfed a spot on the Hit Parade. 

New York City’s Metropolitan Opera House 
was once the scene of an episode involving im- 
promptu ghost singing. 

It happened at a performance of Wagner's 
“Die Walkuere” on Feb. 2, 1933. The famous 
soprano, Frida Leider, as Brunhilde, suddenly 
lost her voice while singing the aria, “Was It 
So Shameful?” during her plea to Wotan in the 
third act. 

Dorothee Manski, another famous singer, 
was Standing jin the wings. She saw Frida’s 
predicament and immediately picked up the aria 
where the stricken singer had stopped. ‘She 
continued singing from the wings until the on- 
Stage star recovered her voice less than a min- 
ute later. 

Frida carried on in pantomime—and except 


for a few expert musicians—no one noticed the 
ghosting.

Emily Post, the great arbiter of good man- 
ners, recalled this little episode the other day 
when she was talking about office etiquette. The 
Jennie Lee of the story, she said, is typical of 
many—the ones who bring their pers onal affairs 
along with them to business, wasting their own 
time in the office and impos- 
ing on both their employer 
and their associates... 

‘In most ways, Jennie Lee 
was competent,’ Mrs. Post 
said. ‘“‘But she was ill man- 
nered. She had to learn— 
almost at the cost of her job 
—to keep her personal con- 
cerns to herself during business hours.” 

Office etiquette, Mrs. Post believes, is quite 
as important as etiquette in the social world. 
In her pleasant home in New York, the other 
day, she pointed this out. 

“In our own houses, we are free to choose 
our own friends,’”’ she said. ‘In an office,.where 
workers are brought together without regard 
for personal compatability, good manners aren’t 
merely friend-making assets, but under most 
circumstances they are essential to success. The 
discourteous inconsiderateness of one worker 
can hamper the efficiency of many.” 

Gossip is inconsiderate any time, Mrs. Post 
said, and in an office. it is dangerous, particularly 
so, if, as often happens, it concerns the boss.

“The fundamental principle of perfect be- 
havior is courtesy and kindness‘to everyone, 
always,’ said Mrs. Post. “It’s true in the office 
as well as elsewhere. Consider it from merely 
a selfish point of view. We like people whe show 
that they like us by being polite to us and kind 
and tactful. It’s plain that others will like the 
Same qualities in us—if we can develop them.” 

This goes for the boss, too. The code of 
good manners applies to him, as well as other 
mortals. 
said, and you will find loyal employes. 

She knows of one who issues his reprimands, 
if they are serious, only when he calls in an 
employe alone, and among his workers he is 
unfailingly more friendly to the lowly than to 
the lofty. He is appreciative of good work and 
aware that anycne can make a mistake once. 
His employes speak of him fondly. 

Another one she knows of never hesitates 
to point out the shortcomings of an employe in 
the presence of others. He is 
sarcastic and loud and unfair 
—and has the respect of no 
one. 

.The importance of respect 
extends to the employes, too, 
respect of one for another, 
Mrs. Post said. ‘You aren’t 
going to be respected —or 
liked-—she believes, if you shift part of your 
work to some one else; if you are always asking 
for little favors, and doing none; if you take 
credit when it belongs to your neighbor.

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An Eminent Biochemist Explains 
Why She Is Convinced That the 
Law and Order Perceived 
Nature Is the Work of God 


University of California. 


AM a believer, holding a conception of the 

deity which is wholly compatible with my 

belief in science. I think of God as the per- 
sonification of the magnificent law and order 
of nature. 

The more truth that is uncovered about the 
universe and about ourselves the more clearly 
we perceive that a marvelous and implacable 
orderliness dominates the picture. This, I be- 
lieve, to be the manifestation of God, the work 
of God. 

Can a scientist believe in God, or a man of 
religion believe in science? These are old ques- 
tions, answered every day by the individual 
scientists and religionists, each in his own way. 
The answers may range from yes to no, with 
every gradation between. 

But the scientist who answers no must 
qualify that answer at once defining his idea of 
the deity. When we conceive of God from the 
point of view of truth, of law and order of 
nature, every scientist is a devout believer, 
whether or not he realizes it. 

The religionist who refuses to accept the 
methods and findings of science, on the other 
hand, denies his faith in the power and perma- 
nence of God. Science must seek truth and

only truth, or it is not science. In the pursuit 
of truth, science and religion must converge. 

I bélieve that the discovery of truth by sci- 
ence in itself is the practice of.religion in one 
of its purest, most exalted and universal forms. 

What seems ‘“un-Godly” to those who have 
only a superficial understanding of science is 
the unscientific way in» which the fruits of sci- 
ence are being used. 

Just now when the speed of scientific devel- 
opment is dizzying and many people are asking 
themselves whether more harm than good may 
result from it, we need to remind ourselves of 
the difference between scientific truths and the 
way in which their technological applications 
are utilized. 

The scientists who do the reasoning and ex- 
perimenting which uncover the fundamental laws 
of the Universe, upon which our mechanized 
civilization is based, must be objective, unpreju- 
diced and doubtful in regard to their work. 
Their very claim to the name of “scientist’”’ 
rests on their objectivity in their professional 
lives. But this does not diminish, but it rather 
enhances, their spirituality. 

By comparison, manufacturers, bankers, mili- 
tary men, statesmen, politicians, who turn the 
scientists’ findings and inventions into goods 
and services for all people, are under no such 
implacable mental and spiritual discipline. Their 
intentions and performance may be just as 
honest as the scientist’s, but the measure of 
that honesty is not contained within their acts 
themselves as it is in the case of the scientist. 


The great problem today is the use by soci- 
ety of scientific findings and inventions. I 
believe in the application of scientific methods 
toward its solution. If industrial and other uses 
of discoveries and inventions were scientifically 
controlled there would be some changes. These 
changes, I believe, would further remove the 
misunderstandings between the sincere religion- 
ists and the scientific thinkers. 

I do not mean that the scientists themselves 
could better establish the control of the many- 
sided undertakings of the practical uses of sci- 
entific research and invention than do those who 
are now in charge of them. What I mean is that 
it is the method of science that is needed in the 
realm of human affairs. 

By its extension into human affairs, there will 
be brought greater spirituality in our lives, of 
which the obvious manifestations would be 
greater alleviation of suffering, emancipation of 
the mind and emotional reassurance for every- 
body. This will deepen and widen faith. 

But the techniques for this simple searching 
for the truth at all costs have not as yet been 
properly developed. 

' It seems to me that that is what makes our 
age seem so lacking in faith, unspiritual, ethical- 
ly deficient, unbalanced. It is what obscures and

stultifies the “soul,” the unique humar individu- 
ality, the reverence and solicitude for which is 
the basis of all that is most valuable. 

Perhaps, in no field is there greater discrep- 
ancy between the amount of truth that is already 
known, and its applications for safeguarding and 
increasing the dignity of the individual of the 
body and the mind of man, than in medicine 
and nutrition. 

Even in our fortunate land, we see around us 
ignorance, poverty, intolerance and prejudice 
which prevent the majority of our people from 
benefiting by the new knowledge of the intimate 
relationship between diet and health, physical 
and mental efficiency, good looks and longevity 
and ethical conduct. 

As a practical extension of my faith, I be- 
lieve that education, legislation and economic 
and social measures are needed to bring this new 
knowledge and its practical application to all. 

More new facts are being discovered every 
day by biochemists and clinicians about the jn- 
terrelationships of food nutrients and the smooth 
operation of body processes, particularly as stud- 
ied by the use of isotopes. But even the practi- 
tioners of dietectics, medicine, dentistry and 
other professions entrusted with public health 
are not promptly aware of them. 

I believe that knowledge is power and truth 
will set us free. So we need not only more re- 
search but more education, more sharing and 
more enlightened public policy in regard to food

production, distribution and consumption. What- 
ever be our definition of values, good, conscience, 
religiousness, none of us will deny that physical 
health and mental vigor are not opposed to these 
religious and moral considerations. 

Sound body and sound mind, it is part of my 
faith, tend to produce attitudes and behavior 
approved by our current code of ethics. 

Equal opportunity to choose the right foods 
has never yet been available to either individuals 
or nations in the past because of ignorance, cus- 
tom and poverty. Today more clearly than ever 
before we see the crushing effect of inadequate 
food supply upon the ability to work and think. 

The decline and fall: of nations again, as 
many times in the past, may depend on rela- 
tively unnoted changes in the food supply. If 
the universal essence of religion implies as I 
believe it does, the dignity of every human being, 
of every soul, then the fruits of scientific study 
of nutrition should be available to all the people. 

Faith, religion, idealism, whatever this inner 
urge may be called, it motivates thousands 
of research scientists, doctors, dietitians and 
teachers to make their knowledge of nutrition 
familiar to every one everywhere. 

I believe that I have offered a togent example 
of the essential identity of the faith of the sci- 
entist and of the traditional faiths, for both 
converge in appreciation of God through con- 
structive, creative search of truth and its appli- 
cations for the freeing and enhancing the dignity 
of man’s individuality, his spirit, his very soul.

Larry, a bright youngster of 12, is a case 
often mentioned among the 14 psychologists of 
the bureau. A petty thief since eight, he had 
a flagrant truancy record and yet was an ex- 
ceptional student. 

The two most common factors in a poor

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home life were combined in Larry’s case: His 
mother worked and paid little attention to the 
complaints of truant officers; his parents were 
divorced. 

Although he hid his feeling of inferiority un- 
der a brassy manner, Larry worried because 
other. children had both mother and father. He 
told Dr. Newburger: “I thought the other kids 
would not like me.”’ 

He stole candy and gave it freely to friends to 
make himself popular. In addition he sensed— 
and accurately—that his mother felt he was 
a burden. 

Larry was sent to a foster home and later 
was adopted by a childless couple. His mother 
soon remarried and since has shown little con- 
cern over her son. Larry, however, is completely 
happy in his new home. 


AN EXAMPLE of the too-strict parental influ- 
ence was the case of a shy, nervous child 
named Henry. His father was sarcastic because 
the boy didn’t enjoy rugged play with com- 
panions of his own age. His mother tried to 
offset this by her overly protective attitude. 

The real danger developed when both par- 
ents began to work during the day. Henry de- 
veloped an attachment for an older girl in the 
neighborhood. While his parents were away the 
girl spent most of her after-school hours at 
Henry’s house. 

No longer able to. cope with the problem, 
his parents took him to the bureau. There ex- 
amination proved that Henry was years beyond 
his age in mentality. After discovering that he 
had exceptional mechanical ability, bureau psy- 
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chologists skilfully channeled his energy into 
shop work and he developed a strong ambition 
to complete high school and take mechanical 
engineering in college. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Newburger advised the par- 
ents to devote more time to his home supervi- 
sion and particularly guard against resumption 
of his friendship with the neighbor girl. Results 
in this case have been encouraging. 

Dr. Newburger believes that a great many 
of his cases are a reflection of parental attitude. 
Ruth, nine, was a truant case. She saw no wrong in 
staying away from school. Questioning brought 
out the fact that her mother often kept Ruth 
home to eare for the younger children. The 
mother admitted she did this so she could go to 
market. 

When Dr. Newburger suggested she do her 
marketing on Saturday when Ruth was out.of 
school, the mother merely shrugged. The other 
way was easier, she said. It was notehard to see 
why Ruth had picked up the “easier way” out- 
look unconsciously. 

Ruth’s readjustment was quickly accom- 
plished. The mother was induced to join a par- 
ent-teacher organization. Ruth decided, she, too, 
should belong to a group. She chose the Brownies. 
By the time her mother had advanced to a com- 
mittee chairmanship, Ruth had become a Scribe, 
That was two years ago.. There has been no 
relapse. . 

Of the 2,500 children studied at the bureau 
in one year, 626 were dismissed as “problem 
solved;” this means a 100 per cent adjustment. 
Of the total, 2,226 showed improvement, some 
“marked improvement;” others “definite” and 


a third group showed “slight improvement.” 
Where the bureau’s advice in handling the 

child after his study period was Strictly fol- 

lowed, the highest adjustment was obtained. 


Generalities are discouraged at the bureau. 
Each child is accepted as an individual problem. 
In the basement file room, kept locked against 
all but official eyes, are 46,000 case reports. 
Each case envelope bulges with complete mental, 
physical and personality statistics. 


Certain behavior patterns are traceable from 
the frequency of offenses, ages and 
tests made on each child. For in- 
stance, the most dangerous years 
are 14 to 17. Immoral conduct was 
higher (12 per cent) among girls 
than boys (3 per cent). Nearly a 
third of the children have physical 
defects—impaired vision, bad teeth 
or infected tonsils, the last most 

. common. 

A fourth of the children come 
from better than average homes. 
Gene was one of these. Only child 
of college-trained parents, at 14 he 

_ had the mental aptitude of a 17- 
year-old. He was ill for several 
weeks and missed important parts 
of elementary arithmetic. ae 

He was never able to catch up. 
Too much emphasis was put upon 
his failure in the subject. This hurt 
his pride, made him rebellious and 
disobedient. Teachers refused to 
tolerate him longer. His mother 
brought hint to the bureau for study. 

He was placed in a special rem- 
edial class that filled in the basic 
arithmetic he had missed. At the 
same time bureau teachers stressed 
his accomplishments in English and 

history. 

“We gave him a chance to show 
off a little instead of pointing out his 
errors in mathematics,” said 
Dr. Newburger. 

) Gene changed quickly, 
quit his habits of squirm- 

x ing in class, rattling his 

‘a keys and being late. He 
reacted well when praised. 
Returned to his former 
school, he got along fine. 
The bureau makes every 

effort to create an atmos- 

phere of the school rather 
than that of an official insti- 
tution, In their average stay 
of at least eight weeks, 
children eat with their psy- 
chologists and teachers, at- 
tend dances and movies. 

Heavy-handed methods in dealing with recal- 

citrants are prohibited. 

“If they can’t get along with other children 
we merely isolate them,”’ said Dr. Newburger. 

Isolation rooms are airy and light, but after 
a few hours they become extremely uninterest- 
ing to an active child, especially when he can 
observe others playing in the yard. 

“Our job is not to punish or pass judgment,” 
Dr. Newburger emphasized. ‘“‘That’s the preroga- 
tive of the courts or whatever agency sent the 
child to us in the first place. We are a fact-find- 
ing organization.”’ 


UNDER Ohio law, a person under 18 ¢an be 

charged only with an act of delinquency. 
However, the judge can bind a child over to the 
grand jury where the act, if committed by an 
adult, would constitute a felony. 

First, however, he must send the child to 
the bureau—or to some competent individual— 
for mental and physical examination. When a 
child has completed his stay at the bureau he is 
sent back to the person, agency or institution 
which sent him. 

A written recommendation is forwarded for 
future management or treatment. 

Whether the bureau’s advice is heeded or not, 
the case is religiously followed for a year, with 
month-by-month progress of the child noted and 
recorded. 

Occasionally there is a runaway. On the 
other hand, sometimes a child is reluctant to 
leave when his case has been completed. There 
is no formal uniform at the bureau. Boys wear 
jeans and white T-shirts. Girls wear dresses of 
the same general pattern. 


HE idea is to maintain an appearance level 
that will avert inferiority complexes. 
Dogged and yet sympathetic in its search to

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These Equine Envoys 
Were Greeted With 
Enthusiasm and Good 
Will by American 
Racing Fans.

HEN Lemuel Gulliver, the great circum- 
navigator of Jonathan Swift’s clessic, 


landed in the country of the Houyhn- 
hnms, he was met by two horses—one a “brown 
bay” and the other a dappled gray, who greeted 
him as ambassadors of. good will from the equine 
kingdom further inland which held enthralled 
a race of low-grade humans who were then 
known as the Yahoos. | 
Swift’s satire on the horse’s superiority to 
man has been enacted in real life by some of 
the good gray Thoroughbreds with which Senor 
Horatio Adolfo Luro has helped cement rela- 
tions between his native Argentine and his 
adopted United States. ; 
In a field where humans have often failed, 
the equine envoys from the Pampas have suc- 


ceeded in creating oodles of good will for their . 


homeland—particularly among the horse play- 
ers of the United States. For two years run- 
ning, gray horses imported from South America 
have won the rich Santa Anita Handicap. 

Gray horses do not often occur in the ranks 
of Thoroughbreds. Yet Olhaverry, clad by na- 
ture in the colors of our Confederacy, romped 
off with the $100,000 stake at Santa Anita in 
1947, and Talon, another good gray, added 
$102,500 to previous winnings of $168,075, by 
wrapping up the 1948 classic for Richard N. 
Ryan, Jr., grandson of Thomas Fortune Ryan. 

Although South American horses had run 
in this country before Senor Luro arrived on 
the scene a dozen years ago, he really popu- 
larized them. When the dashing Senor, scion 
of an old Argentine family, arrived here in 
1936 after a season of racing in France, he 
found that the Yanquis were prejudiced against 
Argentine horses. 
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It seems that the hot and cold performances 
of a pig named Copiapo, pawn of a bookmaker, 
had poisoned American horse players against 
all South American steeds. Even Senor Luro’s 
explosive explanation that Copiapo had run 
strictly to orders didn’t serve to allay the sus- 
picion against South American gallopers—until 
C. S. Shockley imported two Chilean Thorough- 
breds, named Shari II and Caballero II, that 
won a fortune for the elect who were in on sev- 
eral betting coups. 

When Caballero II ran a dead heat with 
Isiah and was ‘claimed by shrewd little Hirsch 
Jacobs, Hirsch’s partner, Isadore Bieber, packed 
his carpet bag and was off for the Pampas, 
hoping to steal a march on the army of bargain- 
hunting horsemen he thought would follow. 

Bieber was mistaken not only in his conclu- 
sion but also in his judgment, ‘for he encoun- 
tered no competition in the land of the Pampas 
and the only worthwhile horse he brought back 
was Confiado. 

Senor Luro, gray like the last two Santa 
Anita ’Cap winners, sold Kayak II, Sortiado, 
Logaroti, Casa Belita, Amha Brada and Cis- 
neros, and they raced with such success that a 
brisk market developed for his Chilean and 
Argentine importations. Charles S. Howard, 
Bing Crosby, Louis B. Mayer and other Pacific 
Coast breeders were among his clients. 

Because the winter racing season on the 


. Coast corresponds with the summen season in 


South America, when horses bred below the 
Equator are at their peak, the Santa Anita 
classics were made to order for the Latin-Ameri- 
can larrupers. 

Ambassador - without - portfolio Luro next 


bought Miss Grillo for $20,000 and Rico Monte 


Illustrated by O. F. SCHMIDT 
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for $35,000, and showed his Yankee friends two 
of the finest distance horses in training. Rico 
Monte was retired after earning $139,000. Only 
last November Miss Grillo set a world’s record 
af 4:14 3-5 for two miles and a half in winning 
the 525,000 Pimlico Cup at Baltimore’s Hilltop 
course, for the second successive year. 

There was good will aplenty for South Ameri- 
can steeds by the time the 1947 Santa Anita 
Handicap rolled around. Olhaverry, an eight- 
year-old gray horse, imported two years previ- 
ously from Chile and owned by Raoul Espinosa, 
went to the post a 15-to-1 shot. 

Armed, the Calumet flier, was an even-money 
favorite, but boosters of. the Good Neighbor 
policy put their pesos on the good gray gal- 
loper from the Andes country. 

Known as a stretch runner, Olhaverry came 
on like a thunderbolt from nowhere and won 
the $100,000 classic by a length and a half, 
with Armed a bad fifth. Those who held tickets 
on the Chilean champ calling for redemption 
at $32.70, $15.00 and $10.50 drank toasts of 
eternal friendship to the Republic that pro- 
duced such a horse. 

Santa Anita Handicap day in 1948 found 
many among the crowd of 62,000 plumping for 
another South American victory. 

This time Talon, the gray horse from the 
Pampas, which Senor Luro had sold to Louis 
B. Mayer in 1946, proved to be the darling of 
the Good Neighbor set. 

Mr. Mayer had disposed of Talon to R. N. 
Ryan when he started to disperse his stable 
and the six-year-old gray had given plenty of 
notice that he was ready by winning the $50,000 
San Antonio Handicap two weeks previously. 

Ridden by Eddie Arcaro,-Talon was off last 
in the Santa Anita and trailed to the far turn. 
Then, just as Olhaverry had done the year be- 
fore, the Gray Ghost started to burn up ground 
and poked a narrow nose in front of On Trust 
in the final lunge, to win in the developing tank 
—$102,500 net for Mr. Ryan, who hardly needed 
it, and a billion dollars worth of good will for 
South America in general and Chile.in particular.

NCE upon a time a pretty little girl wrig- 
gled -her bare toes in the hot dust of a 
side street in Bessemer, Ala., pulled a 


shiny coin from the pocket of her butternut 
dress and called to three other' little girls: 

“Come on along! I’m standing treat.” 

They went along and, while the all-day suck- 
ers were being passed over the counter of the 
general store, one of the guests gasped: 

“You going to spend the whole quarter, 
Tabby ?”’ 

“I aim to spend it all,’ the 
bare-footed hostess announced. 
“It’s only money. Some day I'll be 
rich and famous and spend $10,000 
just as easy.”’ 

Eighteen years later,  bare- 
footed: again, she did the rumba 
on the polished floor of a famous 
Hollywood nightclub while her fa- 
mous guests drank up and ate up 
$7,500 of *her money in the space 
of a few hours and photographers 
‘begged for her picture. 

She flung her money for months 
and months with mad abandon, in 
first one resort and then another, 
as if she knew she was living on. 
borrowed time and keeping just one 
step ahead of the executioner. 

A fairy tale? It is, after a 
fashion. But this 20th century

fairy tale is sadly lacking in the 
matter of a Prince Charming or a 
Fairy Godmother. It/has, however, 
a full complement of Ogres, in- 
cluding the chief ogre, or Public 
Enemy No. 1, put to death in the 
California mansion of the Cinder- 
ella of the Syndicate. 

This is the story of that -Cin- : 
._derella who waved a magic wand 
and brought gold out of secret 
caches in the world and, some say, 
the underworld. This is the story 
of an amazing Lily of the Valley 
of Shadows who never toiled and 
did all of her spinning in the night- 
clubs of two continents. 

This is the story of Virginia 
Hill, amazing tomboy and mystery 
woman, whose international career 
reached a peak some months agp 
when Benjamin (Bugsy) Siegel, 
generally conceded Public Enemy 
No. 1, was slain in her near- 
Hollywood home, and Beverly Hills 
police cabled police in Parls: 

“Urge strong guard for Virginia 
Hillk Two American gunmen en 
route to kill her.” 

The same Virginia Hill, whose 
grandmother gave up hoeing cotton 
and chewing tobacco at the age of 
86, left Paris safely after that, 
paused briefly at Miami, Fla., where 
she again received police protection and hissed 
at reporters at the airport: 

“You Americans! You spoil everything!” 

HE moved on to Mexico City to take over a 

fashionable nightclub for the evening, pick up 

a bill for 23,000 pesos, or $4,600, and continue 
spending at the rate of $200,000 a year. 

Her intimates in Mexico cafe society said she 
needed frequent parties to escape from a shadow; 
a shadow that prompted her to take an overdose 
of sleeping pills in Las Vegas, Nev., a few 
weeks before Bugsy Siegel was killed; and, on 
awakening, scream to him: 

“Get out! Get, out before they kill you!” 

She got out but he didn’t-——alive, and after 
that, her friends said, the nights for Virginia 
Hill had to be filled with music and people. 

She had been accustomed to having people 
around her since birth in Bessemer, Ala., in 
1916, one of ten children. 

Her father, Mack Hill, who was a marble 
polisher and horse trader, said her brothers and 
sistess didn’t provide enough company for her. 
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“Get ‘Out! Get Out Before 
They Kill You!" Virginia Cried 
to Bugsy Siegel, Her Gangster Boy Friend, When 

She Awoke From a Coma Induced by 
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an Overdose of Sleeping Pills. 
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‘‘A man with ten children doesn’t have much 
time to spend around the house,” he said re- 
cently. ‘But I noticed Tabby—we called her 
that after a cat in the comic section—pretty 
early. 

‘I remember one year,” Mack Hill continued, 
“I bought her four different sets of books while 
She stayed in the same grade. Seems that she 
would sell the books and spend the money for 
presents for her little friends. She had a lot of 
them around her all the time.” 

He recalled another time when, he Said, she 
had charged several alarm clocks to his account 
and then gave them away to the playmates who 
looked up to her, just as her frequent guests of 
the nightclub world were to do later, for her 
generosity. 

Mack Hill and Virginia’s mother Separated 
when the girl was 14, and Tabby spent consider- 
able time with her grandmother, Mrs. J. P. 
Reid, near Kenesaw Mountain, in Georgia. 
Grandma Reid hoed cotton until six years ago 
when illness caused her retirement to the rock- 
ing chair at the age of 86. 


Virginia Hill rode horses bareback and bare- 
legged and went swimming in the nude. . c 

She was 15 when the family, minus the C 
father, moved to Marietta, Ga., and young men

let it be known that her money had originated 
with her first marriage. 

“My first husband died within the year,” she 
would sigh. ‘“‘And left me $50,000, which I pru- 
dently invested and it continues to multiply.” 

She was, according to official records and 
family recollections, married three times. 

The first husband has been identified as a 
George Rogers or George Brown. The ceremony 
supposedly took place in Rome, Ga., but no 
official record of the marriage or the filing of 
the will has been found in a search of public 
offices in Georgia and Alabama. 

On Jan. 13, 1939, Virginia Hill married Leon 
Osgood Griffin, a football star at the University 
of Alabama. 

Griffin obtained an annulment of this mar- 
riage Aug. 11, 1939, at Bessemer. 

His story was something similar to Vir- 
ginia’s earlier trip to Chicago with Randall. 


RIFFIN, the husky football player, testified 

he was drunk when he was called to a 
Birmingham hotel room where Virginia presided 
over a table laden with champagne. Later, she 
called a taxicab and went to the village of Pop- 
wood where the marriage took place. 

Next morning he noted their arrival in Pen- 
sacola, Fla., where Virginia announced she was 
going to fly to Miami. 


Griffin said he demurred and went Home to 
Bessemer without her, and he added that he 
had received most of his information about the 
elopement from the cab driver. 

Marriage No. 3 was to Carlos Gonzales Vala- 
dez, Mexican dancer, with a brother operating 
a nightclub in Mexico City. It was dated Jan. 
1, 1940, and Virginia had it dissolved, through 
divorce, April 23, 1941. | 

That was the last wedding for her but there 
followed a long parade of influential and wealthy 
boy friends, including the ill-fated Bugsy Siegel. 

On her first and subsequent trips to Chicago, 
starting in 1933, the little girl from Bessemer 
via Marietta must have made important con- 
tacts, financially, because she, never seemed to 
lack for money thereafter. - 

HERE was her contention that the first mar- 

riage and the vague death of her first hus- 
band provided her with a never-ending flow of 
funds. | 
There was the contention of some of her 
relatives that she acquired @ prosper- 
ous nightclub in Chicago, just how 
was not explained, and lived luxuri- 
ously ever after. P 

And, finally, there was the .recur- 
ring whisper that she became popular 
with the Syndicate, organized by the 
late Al Capone and operated by his 
successors in the nether world of 
gambling, vice, narcotics and, occa- 
sionally, kidnaping. 

Bugsy Siegel fitted into the Syn- 
dicate in later years. | 

Virginia Hill’s name was _linked 
with some members of the Syndicate, 
and she became quite friendly with 
a feminine member of the notorious 
Capone family, symbols of terrorism 
in the prohibition days. | 

As late as 1942, the two women 
visited Hollywood together, where 
Virginia’s friend posed as a philan- 
thropist and gave $1,000 of the Ca- 
pone loot to a hospital. 

So much for the money mystery 
of Virginia Hill’s career—for the time 
being. Wherever she went and what- 
ever she did as her nightclub esca- 
pades and expenditures landed her in 
the newspapers, she never lost con- 
tact with her brothers, her sisters or 
her mother. 

For that matter, Grandma Reid, 
on;jher 92d birthday, eulogized Vir- 
ginia as: . 

“A right nice girl, dropping in and 
carrying me shopping, coming out of 
nowhere. And always with a $20 bill 
for me.” 

December of 1939 found Virginia 
Hill paying a typical visit to her 
family in Marietta. 

She frowned at the house, the 
furnishings, and went to interview 
a landlord on a more pretentious 
street. Her attitude didn’t impress

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him and he doubled the rent of the vacant build- 
ing, from $35 to $70 a month. 

‘“Good!”’ Tabby said, reaching into a pocket 
of her slacks and pulling -out a handful of $100 
bills. “Pll pay a year in advance.,”’ 

The cost of furnishing the house, via Chicago, 
ran into thousands of dollars, paid in cash. 
Then, Virginia Hill decided she had been neglect- 
ing her young brothers, Chick and Cotton. 

Again, the hand went into the pocket and 
came out with $1,500. 

“Go buy yourselves an automobile,” she told 
the teen-agers.. “Bring back the change, if any.” 

Then she climbed Kenesaw Mountain, where 
8,000 Federal troops and 4,000 Confederates died 
in one of the Civil War’s bloodiest engagements; 
came home and engaged in a violent telephone 
conversation with somebody in Chicago. 

Two days later, a custom-built car drew. up 
in front of the Hill house and a dark man as 
sleek as the fenders elbowed his way through 
the curious children of the neighborhood, stepped 
out, and bowed to Virginia Hill. 

“Good-by for now,” she called from the front 
seat and, blowing kisses with one hand while 
removing her shoes with the other, the Cinder- 
ella sped off in her magic coach, bare-footed 
again,

HE curtain rose on one of 
T Philadelphia’s most puzzling 
murders with a shocking dis- 
covery. It came down, a few days 
later, with another, though not 
quite so surprising, finding. 
Between curtains, a mystery unrolled before 
a nation-wide audience. Apart from the fact 
that the victim had become known as “The Girl 
with the Form Divine,” the tragedy had “angles’”’ 
which challenged the imagination. 
On the evening of Saturday, Dec. 30, 1916, 
Miss Bessie Colbert called at the apartment of 
her sister, a successful model who: had changed 
her name to Grace Roberts, at 15th and Poplar 
Sts., only to learn that she had not been seen 
since the previous morning. 
Bessie, who lived with other members of the 
family in West Philadelphia, became alarmed 
and got the janitor, Richard Benjamin, who 
climbed through the transom and opened the 
apartment door from the inside. 
A frightful sight met their gaze. 
On the bed in the next room lay the body 
of Miss Roberts, clad in lilac silk pajamas. 
Her face,and head had been battered with 
an electric iron, and a silk stocking had 
been wound tightly around her throat. 
Above the head of the bed a tube 
hung down from a gas ‘jet, and its 
end dangled close to the girl’s lips. 
The jet appeared, however, not 
to have been turned on. 
The other rooms were in 
considerable disorder. The bro- 
caded drapes which framed the 
bay window overlooking Pop- 
lar St. had been.pulled down 
and trampled on. The chairs 
were overturned, and in the 
dining room a tray of un- 
washed dishes stood on the 
edge of a small wire table. 
In the bathroom there 
was much evidence to indi- 
cate that the slayer had 
attempted to clean himself 
up after his deed. 
Medical examination m 
showed that Miss Roberts 
had been dead 36 hours, and 
that death had been caused 
by strangulation. 
While detectives under 
Capt. James Tate searched 
for .clues at the scene, other 
investigators probed the victim’s 
past life and acquaintances, rob- 
bery having been ruled out as a 
likely motive. 
Grace Roberts had been born 
25 years before as Maizie Colbert in 
Kane, a small glass manufacturing town 
in northwestern Pennsylvania. She had 
developed into an unusually beautiful girl, . 
with dark, melting eyes, lustrous brown 
hair, and flawless, photogenic features. Because 
of her looks, she had decided, in her late teens, 
that the usual routine of a low-paid working 
girl was somewhat short of her potentialities. 
First she had become a manicurist in Phila- 
delphia, then had opened her own shop in a 
downtown hotel, financed by a wealthy friend. 
Soon she was wearing expensive jewels and furs, 
and even had her own automobile. She also 
bought her family their modest home in West 
Philadelphia. 
Next, she had tried posing, and did so well 
that she sold her shop and gave all her time 
to this new work, in which she made numerous 
profitable contacts. She was featured in a series 
of silk stocking advertisements. 


AMONG her friends, it developed, were a well- 
to-do-physician, a prominent attorney, a rail- 
road official, and a socially important citizen liv- 
ing in an exclusive suburb. With one or the other 
of these companions, she had been observed in 
fashionable restaurants and nightclubs. 

No one man, apparently, had yet achieved 
her undivided affection, nor had she acquired 
any close women friends. Perhaps the nearest 
to a confidante was Marie Collins, who occupied 
an apartment above Grace’s first-floor quarters. 


The most. significant discovery at the scene 
of the crime was a bloodstained blue-striped 
shirt, size 15, in which was rolled a size 15% 
collar. The bundle was found tucked away in a 
bureau drawer. 

Another possible clue was a Chicago time- 
table, which seemed to tie in with the fact that 
Grace within recent days had told Miss Collins 
about a quarrelsome friend who would be leav- 
ing for Chicago. Apparently she had feared his 
jealousy. | 

Also, numerous notes, letters and photographs 
turned up, showing that the victim’s acquaint- 
ances had included men whose names would 
have left Philadelphia aghast.

She Was Called ‘The 
Girl With the Form 
Divine,'' but There 
Were Some Angles 
to Her Murder Which 


Challenged the 
Imagination 


Grace Roberts’ Unusual Beauty Eventually Led to ‘ 
Posing for Photographers and Brought 
Her Many Profitable Contacts. 


Janitor Benjamin told Captain Tate that she 
had moved into the apartment in November, 
1915, and that she’d always entertained plenty 
of visitors. He particularly recalled one man, 
thick-set, heavy-jawed. Because of his pugnacious 
manner Benjamin and his wife had nicknamed 
him “The Bull.” 

Benjamin said that on several occasions Miss 
Roberts had complained to him about intruders. 
Once her apartment had been broken into and 
ransacked, although only a few letters had been 
taken. And on the recent Thursday before Christ- 
mas she had reported that her mail box had 
been pried open and rifled. : 

Both the Benjamins and other occupants of 
the house said a taxicab was parked near by 
early that fatal morning. Benjamin told the 
police the driver came to him about 9 a. m. and 
said he had been waiting since 2 a. m. for his 
fare to come out of the apartment and pay him.

During that show week, he had seen much 
of Ethel, escorting her to dinner and the theatre 
whenever he had the time.

He had telephoned from New York on Thurs- 
day, the 28th, ta say that he was leaving for 
Philadelphia, and to invite both sisters to meet 
him that afternoon at the Broad St. station and 
be his guests for the rest of the day. 

He had arrived at about 1 p. m., they’d 
lunched in a Chestnut St. cafe, and later had 
gone to the theatre and danced at the Bellevue- 
Stratford. Then he had taken them home in 
Powell’s taxicab. 

On Friday afternoon he had phoned Ethel 
and invited her to dinner at the Ritz-Carlton. 
While they were at their table, Lewis had ex- 
hibited several deep, ugly scratches on three 
fingers of his left hand. He explained that he’d 
had an accident—“That taxi driver last night 
slammed the door on my hand when I started 
to close it.” 

On Saturday both the Kyle girls dined with 
him at the Ritz, and later went to the theatre. 
The wounds on his hand appeared worse. 

On Sunday he was their guest at their Ger- 
mantown home, and in the evening he accom- 
panied them to church services. 

On Monday, he called to say that he had a 
cold, and that he had been advised not to go out. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Ethel met him at 
Broad St. station and they had tea at a restau- 
rant on 15th St. She left him at about 6, and 
on the way home bought a newspaper. 

It was then that she learned for the first 
time about the taxi ride of the Roberts murder 
suspect and the two girls. 

At home, she had just gasped out the news 
to her sister when the phone rang. 

‘Hello, this is Bernard,’’ came his voice. 

Ethel blurted, ‘‘Did you see tonight’s paper?” 

“Oh, don’t worry about that,” he assured 
her. “It’s all in the family. Will you have 
lunch with me tomorrow?” 

“Why —I— Listen! Don’t you think it’s a 
rather peculiar coincidence ?”’

) ITH the hunt on in full chase, these details 
were assembled about Bernard W. Lewis: 
Member of a well-known Pittsburgh family. 
Had a wife and daughter in that city. He and 
wife estranged. Had tried his hand at various 
enterprises, none of which had turned out well. 
Had gotten into financial trouble on several 
occasions, and each time~had been extricated 
by his family. 

On Dec. 11, 1916, less than three weeks 
before the Roberts murder, he had written this 
letter to his wife: 

“I have come to the place where there is no 
way out but one, and before I go I must tell 
you as my last words — that you are the one 
woman I have really loved. I have wrecked our 
lives and I suppose the payment will be pretty 
severe for me— my head is all befogged from 
our trouble. e 

“T am trying to make this letter intelligent 
to you. When I left for Chicago it was to get 
us on our feet again, but I failed miserably and 
but for my anxiety to have us in our old posi- 
tion again I wouldn’t have tried it. I can’t 
explain what I attempted, but I failed and there 
is no help for me now. 

“You will get our insurance and for what 
we once were to each other please take care of 
Daddy and Mama for the few days they have 
to live and tell little Betty that her father is 
sick — God knows I am. 

“You have been a wonderful wife, Laura, 
and I have wrecked your whole existence, but 
pray for me and hold my memory now as it used 
to be for you. Kiss Betty and Daddy and Mama 
for me. May you get the blessings you deserve. 

“This is good-by, Laura, to you, the truest 
and best woman God ever allowed to live.”

EWIS’ last telephone call was traced to the 

Pennsylvania Railroad ferry house. It was 
learned that he took the ferry to Camden, and 
there boarded a train for Atlantic City. 

In Atlantic City, he proceeded to a residence- 
hotel across the street from a cottage he had 
once occupied with his family. He borrowed 
$10 from the hotel proprietor, who knew him, 
then visited a sporting goods store. He said 
he wanted some fish hooks. 

“What for?” asked the store owner, S. T. 
Wollpert. 

“Oh, nothing. Let’s see some pistols.” 

Wollpert showed him a .32. Lewis said, 
“That’s too big a bullet!” 

Then he examined a .22 rifle. ‘When he 
seemed doubtful, Wollpert took him into the 
cellar and fired a bullet through a barrel. 

“I guess that suits me,” Lewis said. 

Less than an hour later, detectives crashed 
through a bathroom door in the hotel, to find 
Lewis, fully clothed, sitting in the tub. 

The rifle was in his hand. His finger was 
on the trigger. There was a wound in his tem- 
ple. He was dead. 


| N PITTSBURGH, Lewis’ relatives refused to 

believe that he had been Grace Roberts’ slayer. 
There was no proof that he had ever known 
her, nor that he had been in her apartment. 
And as for his. suicide, he apparently had in- 
tended this well before the crime. 

Responding to this challenge, Captain Tate’s 
men established that the bloodstained shirt had 
been bought by Lewis in a shop on West 104th 
St., New York. It was also fairly well estab- 
lished that the wounds on his left hand had been 
inflicted by human teeth. 

There was left, then, the mystery of the 
tube dangling from the gas jet. Had the killer, 
having stunned his victim with the electric iron, 
then tried to asphyxiate her? Or had he meant 
the gas for himself, and then restrained — or 
postponed the impulse?

a favorite in theatres from 
coast to coast. 


SWEENEY and Kelly 
were fast friends, and 
every time the jokester 


toured through Pittsburgh, 
he would haunt Judge 
Sweeney’s courtroom with 
pad and pencil ready. 
Many an. @pisode_ in 
Sweeney’s court wound up 
on the stage as a side- 
splitting routine for 
“Judge” Kelly. Poet Edgar 


A. Guest was. another 
frequent onlooker in 
Sweeney's courtroom. 


Sweeney’s wit hit sharp- 
ly at law and law-breaker 
alike. On one. occasion, 


after releasing a suspect . 


with a foolproof . alibi, 
Sweeney *glared at the 
crestfallen detective who 
had brought the man in, 
and snapped, “‘You couldn’t 


track an elephant in a 
snowstorm.” 
NOTHER time, Swee- 


ney took one look at 
the calloused, grease- 
stained hands of an ac- 
cused pickpocket. “This 
man is no pickpocket,” he 
said. “He couldn’t put 
those hands in a flour 
barrel without knocking it 
over. Prisoner discharged!”’ 
One of Sweeney’s weak- 
nesses was his liking for 
a funny story, especially 
when his actor friend, 
Kelly, was around. Know- 
ing this, many a drunk ap- 


go this time, if you'll tell 
‘Kate’ a new story. [’m 
sick of listening to that 
other one for three years.” 


One of Sweeney’s regu- 
lar performers was Bom- 
bay, a Sioux Indian with 
a fondness for football and 
firewater. Every time Bom- 
bay got drunk, Sweeney 
would order him into jail 
till the next football game. 
Then he’d turn Bombay 
loose to play in the game. 
One day, sick from a 
hangover, Bombay ap- 
peared in court with this 
story: “Meet good Irish 
friend of yours. He give 
me quart of whiskey. I get 
drunk.,”’ 

Sweeney put on his stern- 
est look. “That never hap- 
pened,” he glowered. “No 


good Irishman would give 


away a quart of whiskey. 
He’d drink it himself.” 


HE most famous Swee- 

ney-ism wasn’t uttered 
by Judge Sweeney at all. 
It originated early in 1916, 
When an _— obstreperous 
drunk was telling off a 
Pittsburgh policeman try- 
ing to haul him i>. The 
drunk threatened the po- 
liceman with all sorts of 
dire retributions, while an 
onlooking crowd roared 
with laughter. Finally, in 
exasperation, the police. 
man hustled the drunk in- 
to the wagon, and blurted, 
“Aah, tell it to Sweeney 
in the morning!” 


The phrase caught on im- 
mediately. Some _ theatre 
people who heard it used 
it in their acts. Before long 
it was nationally known, a 
synonym for disbelief. More 
than any of his own wit- 
ticisms, that anonymous 
policeman’s remark made 
a lasting reputation for the 
colorful judge who liked 
to have a little fun in the 
courtroom.

American Weekly read- 
ers from all over the coun; 
try deplored the killings 
by youngsters but dis- 
a@preed sharply with Mr. 
Kelly's conclusions. 

_ Most of these readers in- 
Sisted that depriving civil- 
jans of the right to own 
firearms would not reduce 
the number of wilful, and 
accidental killings by 
Minors, and adults. 
William R. Burnette of 
Chicago, Ill., wrote a typi- 
cal letter. ‘“‘As an over- 
s@as veteran of World War 
Ii and an ex-policeman,”’ 
he said, “I know that crim- 
imals will always find fire- 
arms. Such foolish laws 
as the Sullivan Act keep 
Weapons out of the hands 
of the only people who 
Should have them — the 
honest, law-abiding citi- 
Zens who enjoy hunting, 
or occasional target prac- 
tice. Laws of this type be- 
long in communist coun- 
tfies where dictators fear 
the people they control, 
mot in a democratic coun- 
tfy such as ours.” 

This same argument was 
emphatically expressed in 
letters from H. A. Russell 
of Portland, Ore.; Arnold 

yne of Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
Robert Cain of Gowanda, 
N. Y.; Donald Ellinberger 
of Jersey City, N. J., and 


Louis F. Fetes, Jr., of Rock 
Island, Ill. 


Many of the letter 
writers recalled ‘the right 
to keep and bear arms” 
guaranteed to every law- 
abiding American citizen 
in the Constitution. They 
opposed all laws that curb 
this right. 

J. B. Watkins, of Chi- 
cago, Ill., was one of many 
readers who brought up 
this point. “It has always 
been traditional —and, in 
fact, constitutional,” he 
wrote, “for Americans of 
good intent to pos- 
sess arms for the 
safety of this free 
land and I hope ‘it 
remains so.” 

E. W. Kerns, of 
Cambridge, Mass., 
wrote: ‘‘We should 
always remember 
that our country 
was founded by a 
relative handful of 
men armed with 
rifles ...who 
sought to guaran- 
tee our right to 
bear arms in the 
Constitution of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Kerns says 
further: “What we 
need in this coun- 
try is a _ planned 
program of fire- 
arms education... 
In the more than 
90 years that the 
National Rifle As- 
sociation has been 
in existence there 
never has been an 
accident on any 


ated under its 
common-sense 
rules,”’ 

Kenneth P. Daniels, of 
Camden, S. C.; Neil Veri- 
gan, of Monmouth, IIl., and 
George L. Pagan, of Sau- 
gus, Calif., feel exactly as 
Mr. Kerns does. 

Ted MacLaughlin, 
of Seattle, Wash., wrote: 
‘““All American boys should 
be taught to*shoot at an 
early age.”’ 

Many letters argued that 
America’s experience in 
two world wars attests to 
the wisdom of keeping the 
civilian population familiar 
with firearms. 

“What right has a coun- 
try to deny a citizen the 
right to arms,” asks How- 
ard A. Thomas, of Arling- 
ton, Va., ‘‘and then thrust 
an unfamiliar weapon in 
his hands in time of war 
and tell him to fight for 
his country?” 

Paul L. Jackson, of Mills- 
boro, Del., wrote: ‘“Let’s 
educate our people. to 
handle safely the arms 
which are our birthright. 
And let’s make no laws 
which will take away a 
pleasure that thousands of 
Americans enjoy — and 


which might take away . 


our liberty sometime in 
the futyre.” 

Harold Hudson of Mon- 
treal, Can., brought a hu- 
mane note into the dis- 
cussion: “I think every 
man should know how to 
shoot a rifle at a target, 
or an enemy,” he wrote, 
“but for.a big man to kill 
a little bird and think it’s 
sport seems somewhat 
queer to me. Look what 
happened to the carrier 
pigeon. And when it 
comes to moose, deer or 
bear, these animals haven't 
a chance against a gun.’

RE you doing all you 
can to get the best re- 
sults and longest life from 
your vacuum cleaner? It 
may be that one small 
change in your procedure 
will make a big difference 
on cleaning days. Use the 
following list of sugges- 
tions as a check. It can 
be used for machines of 
any make or model. 


Keep your vacuum clean- 
er in a handy closet so that 
you will use it frequently. 


Don’t stack other equip- 
~ment in front of,it and 
keep all the attachments 
together in the receptacle 
provided for them. 


Record the serial num- 
ber and model or motor 
number of your new clean- 
er. Also record the date 
of purchase and ‘the ad- 
dress of your dealer. 

When it comes time for 
repairs or replacements, 
these notes will make 
things easier for you. 


Plan your cleaning so 
that it can be done regu- 
larly and often. Surface 
dirt on rugs becomes im- 
bedded after a time and 
is more_difficult to remove 
if not cleaned frequently. 


In using your vacuum 
cleaner, adjust the vacuum 
brush to the thickness of 
the rug you are cleaning. 
This is not necessary if the 
brush on your. cleaner 
automatically adjusts itself 
to rug depth.
